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DIRECT COMMUNICATION WITH TRADERS. 





The DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE (DEVELOP- 
MENT AND INTELLIGENCE) is a centre at which information 
on ail subjects of commercial interest is collected and 
classified in a form convenient for reference, and at 
which, so far as the interests of British trade permit, 
replies are given to enquiries by traders on commercial 
matters. As far as is possible, the Department supplies, 
on personal or written application, information with 
regard to the following subjects ; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender, and other openings for British Trade ; 
Lists of manufacturers at home and lists of firms abroad 
engaged in particular lines of business in different localities ; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations ; 
Commercial Statistics; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, etc., of Trade Products; Shipping and Trans- 
port, etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial 
products which are received from abroad from time to time 
are exhibited at the Offices of the Department. 

Samples of goods of German and Austrian manufacture 
which were sold in British markets abroad and in certain 
foreign markets are on exhibition in the Sample Rooms of the 
Department. 


The BRITISH INDUSTRIES FATR, 1918, will be held in 
the Pennington Street premises of the London Docks, which 
have been placed at the disposal of the Board of Trade by the 
Port of London Authority, from 11th to 22nd March. 


The office dealing with Fair matters is at 10, Basing- 
hall Street, London, E.C. 2.

Confidential Information. 


SPECIAL REGISTER. 


The Special Register affords early information to manu- 
facturers and traders of new trade openings abroad before 
they become public property. It is alsoa vehicle for circulating 
reports on foreign competition, and any other matters likely 
to be of importance and interest to particular trades. The 
information, which is private and confidential, is supplied 
to the Department by His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
within the Empire, and by His Majesty’s Diplomatic and 
Consular Representatives in foreign countries, and is circu- 
lated to firms on the Register as quickly as possible after its 
receipt. 

The Register is open to any approved British firm on the 
payment of a fee of two guineas per annum (which includes 
the annual subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal”’), 
It is not open to non-British traders. 


Information is supplied solely for the purpose of extending 
trade in British-made goods. 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included 
in the Special Register should communicate with The 
Comptroller-General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. 2. 





FORM K. 


H.M. Consular Officers have received instructions to furnish 
the Department of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelli- 
gence) with commercial information respecting all firms in 
their respective Consular Districts who can be recommended 
as possible importers of goods of British manufacture. This 


information, which includes the commercial and financial status 
of the firms concerned, their local and Euryvpean references, 
goods particularly required, terms of trading and language in 
which correspondence should be carried on, is furnished to the 
Department on a prescribed form, which is known as Form K. 


In order tu obtain the fullest possible advantages from the 
“Form K” system of information a wide circulation Is 
ESSENTIAL. 


A system of co-operation between the Department of Over- 
seas Trade (Development and Intelligence) and British traders 
is therefore necessary, and this co-operation is being attained 
as follows :— 


1, The}Department collects and edits the information. 
2. The Trade Associations distribute the information. 


That is, the Department issues the information to— 
(a) The Association of Chambers of Commerce. 
(b) The Federation of British Industries. 


The bodies comprised in these organisations have their 
various component trades classified as shown in “ Form K,” 
and lists of traders are therefore only circulated to those 
firms which come under that classification, thus avoiding 
circulation to trades which are not interested. 


The system is safeguarded by agreements with the distribut- 
ing organisations against the issue of the information to any 
outside firms. ll firms who wish to receive the information 
have to be approved by the Department. At present over 
10,000 firms have joined, and any other firms who wish to 
participate should apply through their Chamber of Commerce 
or the Federation of British Industries, or through bodies 
affiliated to the latter.

AFTER-WAR TRADE. 





REPORTS OF THE DEPARTMENTAL 
COMMITTEES —IV. 





RAW MATERIALS: WOOL, FLAX, JUTE 
AND SILK, 





WOOL. 


The world’s production of wool—merino, cross 
bred and low wool for carpets, etc.—in 1915 was 
estimated at 2,800 million pounds weight, of which 
the British Empire’s share was over one-half. Of 
merino, or fine wools, our contribution was 63 per 
cent., and of cross ered wools 40 per cent., whilst 
of low wools, it was only 9 per cent. Tae domestic 
clips of the United States and of most European 
countries are practically all consumed in the local 
markets, and are far from sufficient to meet their 
requirements. These countries are, therefore, de- 
pendent for their additional supplies on the wool 
exporting countries of the world, which fall into 
two groups—the British Empire and _ South 
America. 


Of the world’s wool production for export the 
Textile Trades Committee estimated from the 
figures of 1913 that the British Empire contributed 
68 per cent. and South America 32 per cent. The 
finer merino wools are virtually a monopoly of the 
British Empire (about 85 per cent.), and before the 
war enemy countries consumed about 30 per cent. 
of the British supplies. These wools are a vital 
necessity for the production of certain finer 
textiles, in which Germany and Austria excel. It 
would not be practicable to substitute South 
American merino wools for them, as these produce 
fabrics which are much rougher to handle. The 
British Empire, therefore, is in a position com- 
pletely to control the supplies of raw material for 
the German fine-wool dress-goods trade. 


The Committee point out that in recent years 
there has been a serious decline in the production 
of merino wools, owing to a reduction in the number 
of sheep in Australia in consequence of drought, 
the supplanting of merino sheep by cross breds 
owing to the requirements of the frozen meat trade, 
and the gradual encroachment of arable upon pas- 
toral land in South America. Recently there has 
been an enormous increase of demand in the United 
States, whilst the decrease in continental consump- 
tion (owing to the inability of Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary to obtain supplies, and the position in 
the occupied districts of Belgium and Northern 
France) has been offset by the increased demand of 
the Allies for military purposes. The result is a 
world-wide depletion of wool stocks, and very high 
prices, and in the opinion of the Committee there 
is likely to be an increased demand after the war 
owing to the postponed demands of the civilian 
population, the requirements of civilian clothes for 
the troops as demobilised, the needs of the Allies 
to make good their stocks, the probable continu- 
ation of the enhanced United States demand, and 
the urgent needs of Germany and Austria-Hungary, 
which will presumably be almost entirely depleted 
of supplies. 
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FLAX. 


Practically all the flax supply of the world is 
consumed by the countries now at war. Enemy 
countries consume about 25 per cent. of the total, 
but produce only 5 to 6 per cent. Every consuming 
country has hitherto been dependent to a greater 
or less extent upon Russia, which exported before 
the war about one-half of her production. It is 
difficult to gauge what is likely to be the immediate 
prospect after the war. The approximate figures 
of production for manufacturing purposes compiled 
for the Committee are :—

A good deal of the flax grown in France is retted 
in the Courtrai district of Belgium, and is there- 
fore not distinguished in the above figures. In 
normal times the relative values of Russian, Irish, 
and Courtrai flax are approximately :—

Dutch flax is intermediate between Courtrai and 
Irish. The finer flaxes are used for damasks and 
fine linens; the coarser qualities from Russia for 
heavy canvas and sailcloth. 


As a continuous supply of cheap raw material is 
essential for the prosperity of the linen trade, the 
Committee emphasise the importance of encourag- 
ing Home and Imperial Production on the follow- 
ing lines :— 


(2) HOME PRODUCTION. 


Our attention has been drawn to the valuable work 
already being done by the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction from Ireland and_ the 
British Flax and Hemp Growers’ Society to encour- 
age scientific experiments in the cultivation of flax. 
The most fruitful lines of enquiry appear to be in 
the selection of the most suitable seeds and choice of 
manures. Experiments have also been made in arti- 
ficial retting, which have not hitherto been successful. 
Additional financial support for such research should 
prove a profitable investment, and the assistance 
already given by the Development Commissioners 
might with advantage be extended. 

It has been represented that one of the greatest 
hindrances to increased production is the shortage 
and high cost of additional labour in the pulling of the 
plant, and here there is a field for further efforts to 
devise satisfactory labour-saving machinery. 

Finally, every assistance should be given by the 
Government to enable the farmers to secure the 
most suitable kinds of seed. 

(4) PRODUCTION WITHIN THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

The possible fields for encouraging flax cultivation 
on a large seale are Canada and India. Interesting 
experiments are now being made in the province of 
Ontario, where the cost of production proves to be 
about the same as in Ireland. These experiments are 
being watched by the Canadian Department of Agri- 
culture and deserve every encouragement from the 
Imperial Government. 

But perhaps the most favourable opening lies in 
India where native labour is cheap and climatic con- 
ditions are suitable. The Government of India has in 
the past assisted the Behar Planters’ Association, and 
at one time it was hoped to utilise the vats formerly 
used for the preparation of indigo for the retting of 
the flax fibre. During the War the trade in natural 
indigo has been revived, but with the renewed com- 
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petition of synthetic indigo after peace is concluded 
another opportunity will present itself. As in the 
case of cotton, the Government of India might render 
valuable assistance by supplying the ryots with good 
flax seed and also by making arrangements for efficient 
marketing in order to insure the preservation of the 
identity of the material in Europe. 


JUTE. 


Jute is produced only in British India, its culti- 
vation being confined to Bengal, Eastern Bengal, 
Assam, Cooch-Behar, and Nepaul. Aitempts to 
cultivate jute elsewhere—China, Egypt, and East 
Africa—have not been attended with success. The 
special features of the Bengal climate and the 
abundance of native labour have rendered India 
immune from attack on her monopoly. Jute is 
the cheapest textile material, and owing to its 
cheapness and durability is in constant and 
universal use throughout the world for the manu- 
facture of sacks, bags, wrappers and packings of 
all sorts of raw and manufactured articles of 
commerce. Owing to its low price the only alter- 
native materials for packing are cotton and cases 
made of wood, both of which are considerably 
more expensive. 


ACREAGE UNDER CULTIVATION. 


The following figures of the acreage under culti- 
vation are given by the Government of India:—

These estimates have almost invariably been con- 
servative to the extent of about 10 per cent. Jute 
is harvested, marketed and shipped between the 
ist July and the 30th June, the first six months 
being the heaviest of the season. 


DISTRIBUTION OF SUPPLIES. 


In the season 1913-14 the crop amounted to about 
2,000,000 tons, and was distributed roughly as

The above table shows that more than halt the 
jute crop is consumed in India, chiefly by the Cal- 
cutta jute mills. The next largest consumer is the 
United Kingdom, where the manufacture of jute 
goods is almost entirely confined to Dundee and 
district. Germany consumes the largest quantity 
outside the British Empire, but the amount of jute 
goods manufactured in that country fer export is 
negligible. 


JUTE MANUFACTURES. 


India is also the most important jute manu- 
facturing country, and it has been calculated that 
she retains about 40 per cent. of her manufactures 
for carrying her own merchandise, and exports 
about 60 per cent. The following table also indi- 
cates that jute is taken in various countries simply 
to carry their own produce and not directly for 
foreign trade in the manufactured article.

The general conclusion is that, while raw jute 
is essential to the United Kingdom, and, to a 
lesser extent to France and Italy, for the carrying 
on of a profitable export business, it is not 
essential for this reason to Germany and Austria. 
If these latter countries cannot obtain the raw 
material they will probably purchase the manu- 
factured bags, since there 1s no practicable sub- 
stitute for jute on a large scale. 


A PossisLeE SHORTAGE OF JUTE. 

The Committee state that there is a prospect ol 
a shortage of raw jute for several years after the 
conclusion of peace, taking into consideration the 
maximum consumptive capacity of the world’s 
machinery. ‘This shortage will be particularly 
acute during the first few months of peace, when 
Russia, Germany, and Austria-Hungary will re- 
quire to replenish stocks which have been prac- 
tically exhausted during the war. 

The Committee draw attention to the efforts 
which are being made by the Indian Department 
of Agriculture to educate the ryots in more scien- 
tific methods of cultivation and a more careful 
selection of seeds, and are of opinion that further 
action in this direction would be of great value 
to the trade. 


SILK AND SILK WASTE. 

The world’s supply and demand for raw silk 
and silk waste is stated by the Committee to be 
fairly evenly balanced and there appears to be 
little likelihood of a permanent shortage of 
supplies. ‘The world’s crops have advanced from 
some 15 million kilos. in 1892 to 27 million kilos. in 
1913. Japan and China in normal times supply 
approximately 66 per cent. of the world’s produc- 
tion of raw silk, Italy and France 19 per cent.. 
and Asia Minor and the Levant 15 per cent. The 
United Kingdcm’s consumption in 1911—a normai 
pre-war year—wa_ 629,000 kilos., that of France 
was 4°3 million kilos., and of Germany 3°6 million 
kilos. The largest demand is that of the United 
States, 96 million kilos. The countries producing 
raw silk are also those which provide the silk 
waste from which schappe and spun yarns and 
most sewings are manufactured. Of the European 
and American consumption about three-quarters 
was supplied from China and Japan. The Com- 
mittee believe that the extension of sericultur: 
can be undertaken within the Empire :- 


Sritx CuLture In Iwpra. 


The trade in raw silk from India has seriously de- 
creased within the past fifty years, largely in conse- 
quence of the deterioration of the Benga! cocoon and 
inferior reeling. At the present time the main quanti- 
ties of Indian silk are grown in Kashmir, where seri- 
culture is a State monopoly. Kashmir ordinarily pro- 
duces each year about 1,400 bales of 150 lbs. each. 
The silk is grown on the Himalayan focthil!s at an 
altitude of 6,000 feet. It is regular, well-reeled, and 
although slightly weaker in the thread than Italian 
silk, nevertheless compares favourably with the 
Japanese qualities. The greatest care is taken to pre- 
vent disease in the cocoons. Good seed is imported 
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each year from the Cevennes district of France, and 
reproduction is not allowed. 

The silk is reeled within the borders of the State, 
and although there is some export of cocoons to Italy, 
there is no reason why the whole of the season’s crop 
should not be reeled in Kashmir. ‘The production of 
eocoons is large and could be extended, but increased 
facilities for reeling under European supervision aré 
required in order to secure the advantages of the 
low-priced and comparatively highly-skilled labour. 
The Kashmiree is a_ skilful operative, and with 
European supervision, the reeling is almost as good 
as the Japanese. 

PROSPECTS FOR THE EXTENSION OF SERICULTURE. 

The prospects for the extension of sericulture in 
India are promising. It must be horne in mind that 
the finest qualities of silk which the world produces 
are grown in the hilly districts of countries like China, 
Japan, and lialy, the climate and altitude apparently 
producing nerve, strength and vitality in the fibre 
grown on the hills which is not apparent in the silk 
produced on the plains. 

There is little doubt that the foothills of the Hima- 
layas lying within the United Provinces and the 
Punjab, and the States of Bhutan, Sikhim and 
Nepaul, are as well adapted to sericulture as those 
lying within the State of Kashmir. The population 
of these districts is almost equal to, and the area is 
considerably greater than the whole cf Japan. The 
main desideratum is a spirit of enterprise similar to 
that shown by the Government of Kashmir, and it 
would appear that efforts should be made by the 
Indian Government to encourage the development of 
sericulture within this large area. 

Within the past two years sericulture has been 
commenced within the State of Patiala on a small but 
definite basis under the supervision of a native 
graduate of the Montpelier School in France. The 
first parcels of raw silk which have reached this 
country have been declared by experts w be fully 
equal to the best Kashmir silk. 

The Bengal export trade has almost ceased. The 
cocoon is not a good one, and careless reeling produces 
an irregular silk only suited for coarser manufactures. 
There is little doubt, however, that were the in- 
dustry developed under qualified supervision, a greatlv 
improved quality would be produced. 


SERICULTURE IN OTHER PARTS OF THE EMPIRE. 


There is evidence to prove that sericulture is 
possible in certain of the African Colonies, notably 
Uganda and the highlands of Rhodesia, provided 
serious efforts were made on _ scientific lines to 
encourage it. 


THe Suprpty or SItez. 


With regard to silk, a French expert estimates 
Germany’s war requirements alone at six million 
kilos. a year (134 million pounds). It is regarded 
as reasonable to assume that our own war re- 
quirements are not far short of this figure. The 
Committee say :-— 

To secure such a supply of silk waste in the ordinary 
way as a by-product from raw silk would entail the 
establishment of sericulture on a seale comparable 
with that of China or Japan, the attainment of which, 
whilst not impossible, would not be easily reached. 
Much might readily be done to help supplies by the 
cultivation of Eri silk, not only in India, but in the 
West Indies and other parts of the Empire where the 
climate is suitable. The cocoon of the Eri silk worm 
eannot be reeled, so is used in its entirety for silk 
waste. The wild silks of Uganda and British and 
German East Africa might be similarly used, par- 
ticularly if cultivated. 


RECOMMENDATION. 
We, therefore, make the following recommendation :— 
Although the supply of raw silk and silk waste 


keeps pace with the continually increasing world’s 
consumption, we recommend the development, under 
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efficient direction, of sericulture in India and itg 
stimulation and encouragement in those parts of the 
Empire where climatic and labour conditions are 
favourable. 





COAL SUPPLIES AND DISTRIBUTION. 


I, 
HOW THE MINES WERE TAKEN OVER. 


Dithculties which arose in the earlier stages of 
he War made it necessary for the Board of Trade 
to take up the duty of facilitating and supervising 
the distribution of coal, and, as time went on, 
the responsibilities of the Department in this 
direction progressively increased. A special 
stali (a section of the Railway Department) had 
to be set apart for dealing with the work. It 
thus happened that there was in the case 
of coal no sudden change, but a_ gradual 
increase in the Board’s supervision and powers 
during the early years of the war, untu the 
stage was reached when the assumption of com- 
plete control became, by common consent, essential. 
The first difficulty which arose after the outbreak 
of war was one of distribution, due to the con- 
gestion of the railways. Next came a decrease in 
production, in consequence chiefly of the enlist 
ment of trained coal miners in the Army. The 
numbers of miners at work fell between August. 
1914, and June, 1916, by 13.7 per cent., and the loss 
in efficiency was greater than can be expressed 
in a numerical percentage. For the departure of 
the trained men, especially those who were young 
and vigorous, was not compensated for by the 
influx of other workmen into the coal mining in- 
dustry. A third difficulty, which directly led to 
the taking over of the coal mines, was labour un- 
rest in South Wales. 


PROGRESS TOWARDS CONTROL. 


When the Board of Trade, soon after the outbreak 
of war, were faced with the problem of distribution, 
arising out of the congestion of the railways, the 
Railway Department of the Board, in conjunction 
with the Railway Companies (which had been 
brought under Government control as soon as the 
war began), took such steps as were neces- 
sary to expedite supplies to meet local short- 
ages, particularly in the London area. In the 
winter of 1914-15, however, it became clear that 
some more general action was necessary, and 
pressure was put upon the collieries to secure the 
continuity of supplies to important consumers. 
And seeing that adequate supplies for home con- 
sumption was a primary necessity, a Coal Exports 
Committee was appointed by the President in 
May, 1915, to restrict exports, on the recommen- 
dation of the Retail Coal Prices Committee. The 
situation at home was eased by these measures, but 
the restriction of exports had financial and diplo- 
matic disadvantages, so that, as a remedy for 
shortage at home, it had to be applied cautiously. 
Since part of the shortage was still local and due 
to defects in distribution, steps were taken in the 
second winter of the war (December, 1915-January, 
i916) to set up distribution committees, whose 
function it was to arrange for the most economica! 
system of distribution, and in particular to ensure 
adequate supplies to the War Industries. These 
District Coal and Coke Supplies Committees were 
appointec. in the different colliery districts on 
the nomination of the local Coal Owners’ 
Associations. A Central Committee, consisting 
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of representatives of the Board of Trade, the 
Admiralty, the Home Office, the Ministry 
of Munitions, the Railway Executive Com- 
mittee, the Coal Mining Industry, and the 
Coal Trade, was also appointed to consider 
such questions of policy as might arise. It was 
called the Central Coal and Coke Supplies 
Committee. At first the Committees were upon a 
voluntary basis, but the inevitable interference 
with contracts gave rise to legal difficulties and 
rendered necessary the establishment of the system 
upon a compulsory basis. During the period 
covered by this brief survey the coal output of the 
Kingdom had fallen from 140 million tons for the 
six months, January to June, 1914, to 128 million 
tons for the six months January-June, 1916. The 
great drop in the output was for the second six 
months of 1914 (125.6 million tons), after which 
there was a slight but steady advance. Though 
there was never during the first two years of war an 
actual shortage of coal (taking the countr} as a 
whole), the problem of dealing with war and 
other demands could only be solved by making the 
best use of the available supply. The industrial 
demands fell away, while those of the Admiralty, 
of the Munitions Works, and of our Allies tended 
to increase. Half of the French coal fields were, 
unfortunately, in the possession of the enemy. 
The first step towards compulsion was taken 
when a Regulation was made under the Defence of 
the Realm Regulations giving to the Government 
Departments concerned power to give directions 
with a view to securing priority for the delivery 
of coal and coke. This power was delegated to 
the joint secretaries of the Central Coal and Coke 
Supplies Committee. 


FIXING oF COAL PRICES AT THE PITHEAD. 

Another step towards the assumption of a 
general control was taken when in July, 1915, the 
Price of Coal (Limitation) Act was passed. This 
Act resulted from the investigations of a Com- 
mittee, appointed by the President of the Board 
of Trade on 25th February, 1915, to enquire into 
the retail prices of house coal. The Price of Coal 
(Limitation) Act prescribed that the price of coal 
at the pit’s mouth must not exceed by more than 
4s. per ton (or such other amount as the Board of 
Trade might order) the price of the same descrip- 
tion of coal sold in similar quantities under 
similar conditions at the corresponding date 
during the twelve months ended 30th June, 
1914. Voluntary arrangements were made with 
the London coal merchants for limiting the retail 
prices of house coal, and it was suggested to local 
authorities throughout the country that they might 
make similar voluntary arrangements with the 
coal merchants in their districts. The measures, 
enumerated above, were largely of a voluntary 
character, and though they met with considerable 
success, 1t eventually became. clear that a compre- 
hensive scheme for the control of the country’s coal 
supplies was demanded in the national! interests. 


A Home OFfrice COMMITTEE. 


In February, 1915, the Home Office appointed a 
Coal Mining Organisation Committee, consisting of 
representatives of coal owners and miners, “to 
enquire into the conditions prevailing in the coal 
mining industry with a view to promiting such 
organisation of work and such co-operation between 
employers and workmen as, having regard to the 
large numbers of miners who are enlisting for naval 
and military service, will secure the necessary pro- 
duction of coal during the war.’’ This Committee, 
which is now merged in the Coal Controller’s 
Department, did much useful work and formed the 
nucleus of the Advisory Board of coal owners’ and 
miners’ representatives which now assists the Con- 
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troller. In order, further, to provide for co-ordina- 
tion between the Committees set up by the Board of 
Trade and the Home Office which were dealing with 
coal problems, Lord Milner acted for some months 
before September, 1916, as Government Super- 
visor of the supply and distribution of coal. He 
was chairman of a Select Committee of four 
members, of which the other three were the chair- 
men oi the Coal Mining Organisation Committee, 
the Coal Exports Committee, and the Central Coal 
and Coke Supplies Committee. The Coal Exports 
Committee still remains in being. 


TAKING OVER THE MINES. 


Labour discontent in South Wales brought 
matters to a head, and on 29th November, 1916, a 
Regulation was made under the Defence of the 
Realm Acts giving to the Board of Trade power 
to take possession of any coal mines where it 
appeared to them expedient ‘‘for securing the 
public safety and the Defence ot the Realm.” 
The owner of any mine taken over under the 
Regulation is bound to ‘‘comply with the direc- 
tions of the Board of Trade as to the management 
and user of the mine,’’ but the liability of colliery 
officials under the Coal Mines Acts are not 
affected. This Regulation was at once (1st Decem- 
ber, 1916) made applicable by Order to the South 
Wales Coalfield, and an _ inter-Departmental 
Committee (representing the Board, the Home 
Office and the Admiralty) was set up to advise 
the President with regard to the directions to be 
given under the Order. 

POWERS OF THE COAL CONTROLLER. 

Within three months from the taking over of 
the South Wales coalfield all the mines in the 
Kingdom came under control, and the Coal 
Mines Department had been established by 
the President of the Board of Trade. On 
February 22nd, 1917, an Order was issued by the 
Board taking possession of all coal mines as from 
Ist March, and Mr. Guy Calthrop, the General 
Manager of the London and North-Western 
Railway, was designated Controller of Coal Mines. 
An Advisory Board, consisting of representatives 
of the coal owners and coal miners, was appointed 
to assist him. The Central Coal and Coke Supplies 
Committee ceased to exist, but the local committees 
were retained in being, and the scope of their 
activities has been considerably extended. The 
powers given to the Coal Controller’s Department 
are very comprehensive. Under the Defence of 
the Realm Regulations which were issued the Board 
of Trade have authority to take possession of any 
coal mines and of land for colliery transport pur- 
poses, and to exercise powers similar to those 
of the Food Controller with respect to any 
necessary article of commerce (other than food), 
including horses and _ horse-drawn vehicles. 
The powers comprise, for example, the 
regulation of the ‘‘production, manufacture, 
treatment, use, consumption, storage, distribution, 
supply,’’ etc., of any article, the fixing of 
maximum or minimum prices, the issue of orders 
requiring returns as to stocks, authority to 
requisition stocks, and so on. These wide powers 
may be exercised either generally or in specific 
cases. The Controller of Coal Mines has therefore 
full power to control the production, distribution, 
prices and consumption of coal, in so far as he 
may consider necessary. 

COMPENSATION TO COAL OWNERS. 

An Agreement between the Controller and the 
Mining Association, with respect to the compensa- 
tion to be paid to coal owners in full satisfaction of 


all claims arising out of control, was signed on 
20th July, 1917. Under this Agreement the 
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owners surrender 95 per cent. of any profits 
in excess of the “profits standard” (that 
is, the average profits of the best two out of the 
three years before the War, or the best four out 
of six), the Controller receiving what is not 
payable for excess profits duty; the Controller, 
on the other hand, guarantees the pre-war profits’ 
standard subject to a reduction where the output 
is reduced. There is also a limitation of retain- 
able excess profits to one-fifth of the ‘“‘ profits 
standard.’’ Where the Controller closes a mine, 
the cost of maintaining and reinstating it does 
not fall on the State, but may (on the application 
of District Associations) be met by a levy 
on the district or group of districts in which it is 
situated. Provisions are included for fixing 
substitutes for the profits standard in cases of 
hardship. This Agreement is now awaiting the 
Royal Assent as the Coal Mines Control Agreement 
(Confirmation) Bill. 


WORKING THE COAL CONTROL. 


The Coal Controller has dealt with the coal 
problem under four main categories, and the 
measures taken by him will be explained in detail 
in a second article. These categories are :— 

1. Questions connected with the financial control 

of the mines. 

. Production (including Labour). 

. Distribution (including the arrangements for 
the Metropolitan area). 

4. Control of Prices. 
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_While every care is ewercised to ensure the accuracy of 
any explanatory articles or notes relating to Acts, Regu- 
lations, Orders, etc., published in the “ Journal,” it must 
be understood that such explanations are necessarily in 
the nature of summaries, and cannot be quoted as authori- 
tative legal interpretations of the text of the documents 
themselves. | 





EXTENSION OF SYSTEM OF SHIP 
LICENSING. 

The present system of licensing voyages applies 
only to steamships over 500 tons gross employed 
on voyages outside the coasting trade of the United 
Kingdom. This system will be extended as from 
Ist February, so as to apply to all British ships of 
whatever size, and whether steamships or sailing 
ships, which proceed to sea on any voyage from the 
United Kingdom; and also to all foreign ships 
which engage in the coasting trade of the 
United Kingdom (see new Defence of the Realm 
Regulation in Government Notices Section). This 
extension of the licensing system is necessary in 
order to secure that the vessels now employed in 
the coasting trade are used to the maximum 
advantage in the public interest. It is proposed 
to establish schedules of maximum freights for 
particular trades and voyages, particulars of which 
will be published from time to time. Applications 
for licences in respect of voyages to France with 
coal, coke, or patent fuel, must be made through 
the Local Committee for the Supply of Coal to 
France in the district from which the shipment is 
to be made. Applications for licences in respect 
of all other voyages should be made to the Secre- 
tary, Ship Licensing Committee, Ministry of 
Shipping, St. James’s Park, London, S8.W. 1, from 


whom the necessary forms of application for all 
licences may be obtained. 
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CURRENCY, FOREIGN EXCHANGES AND 
TRADE AFTER THE WAR. 


Currency and foreign exchanges will present 
delicate problems of post-war finance, and in order 
that the nation may be prepared to meet them the 
Lords Commissioners of H.M. Treasury and the 
Minister of Reconstruction, acting jointly, have 
appointed a Special Committee composed of lead- 
ing experts on finance. The Committee is a com- 
panion to the Committee now sitting to discuss the 
provision of Financial Facilities tor Post-War 
Trade. Both were appointed by the same 
authorities, and they will work together, having as 
a ‘liaison officer’? one of the permanent Secre- 
taries of the Treasury, Sir John Bradbury, who is 
a member of both Committees 

The War and War’s cost has made enormous 
demands upon Great Britain’s financial reserves. 
It has reduced the proportion of her gold stores 
to her debts, and has thus expanded her “‘ credit”’ 
beyond the old cautious boundaries. The financial 
strength of a nation is based on these two things, 
first the adequacy of the stock of gold held in 
reserve or obtainable at short notice to meet lia- 
bilities, and, secondly, the maintenance of a stable 
credit system. From most points of view the two 
things are the same. Gold has come to be re- 
garded by nations as the only basic means and 
guarantee of payment. It is not a perfect basis, 
of course, for exchange value is liable to fluctua- 
tion like that of other commodities. Gold is worth 
only what it will buy. Sweden made this discovery 
during the War, and demurred at accepting un- 
limited gold, demanding goods instead. But, in 
general, nations do not go into this deeply, they 
are content if able to believe that at any time they 
can claim a return in gold for their goods and 
services. 

Our Peace anp Wan CreEpITs. 

Besides gold, the basic means of payment, finance 
uses another means of paying debts, that of 
‘“credit.’’ Credit represents belief in future pay- 
ment. Notes, cheques, bills. bonds, and all the 
rest of the great family of ‘‘ credit instruments ”’ 
represent faith in future payment—a faith which 
will prompt creditors to do without gold. But 
any weakening of that faith brings a clamouring 
for gold—for the conversion of ‘‘ credit ’’ into gold. 

Britain’s credit was ever the best on the money 
markets of the world. In addition to being the 
greatest lender, she kept the world’s only open 
market for gold, and, through the Pank Rate 
(which dominated all other bank rates in the 
world), she could always set in motion forces tend- 
ing to draw the world’s gold to this market. This 
placed at her services gold representing a bigger 
ratio in proportion to her debts than any other 
country could command. The Pank of England, 
which controlled this machinery, is the world’s 
synonym for caution and safety. Notwithstanding 
vast aggregations to the national wealth in the 
last three-quarters of a century, the Bank’s 
“fiduciary ’’ issue of notes—the bank notes based 
on “‘ credit’’—has remained practically stationary. 

The commercial men of the world have appre- 
ciated this “‘safeness’”’ of Great Britain’s finance. 
Foreign institutions, and even banks, which might 
want gold at short notice, were content to keep 
credit balances in London, so sure were they that 
they could turn them into gold when needed. And 
London, because of the sureness of its finance, and 
the economy of its use of credit, became the 
financial hub of the world. World banking was 
one of Britain’s profitable callings. 

The depletion of our gold and the expansion of 
our credit have happened because our chief energies 
have, for three years. been centred upon war 
production and war services, instead of upon the 

roduction and other services for the world at 
arge which formerly attracted to us world-gold 
as well as world-goods in exchange. We have been 
using the world’s goods and services at a higher 
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rate than ever before, and have been creating less 
wherewith to pay for them. Consequently, we have 
been obliged to sell some of the toreign property 
we held, and, in some countries, to borrow money. 


RECONSTRUCTION—FINANCE PROBLEM. 


The finance problem of peace is thus bound up 
with the trade problem of restoring the balance of 
our overseas trade; to lessen to bare needs our 
imports, and to stimulate our exports and thus 
help to pay for our imports and for the interest we 
owe on foreign loans; to enable us, in short, to pay 
our way in goods instead of in gold or in credit. 

Since 1915 the adverse movement of the principal 
neutral exchanges has been kept in check by 
foreign borrowing and by the sale of British-owned 
securities abroad. But these expedients must not 
be continued indefinitely when peace is restored. 

What are the alternatives, and, among them all, 
which is the best? This is one of the probiems 
which will confront the new Committee. 

With it is bound up very closely the question of 
currency—that is to say, coin, currency notes, and 
bank notes. Are we to return to our gold circula- 
tion? We have increased our paper money at the 
expense of our gold money by the issue of Treasury 
Notes. What is to be their future? The Committee 
will have to consider whether they shall be retained 
or wiped out. If retained, shall they remain a 
Treasury issue and to what conditions shall they be 
subject as regards the reserve of gold held against 
them, or shall they pass to the Bank of England 
with or without an addition to that modest “ fidu- 
ciary’’ or “‘ credit’’ issue of some eighteen million 
pounds, which has remained practically unaltered 
since 1844, 

Another financial question that will have to be 
answered concerns the freedom of the uses of 
capital. Will there be need for any continuation 
after the war of the present embargo on the export 
of capital and the lending of money abroad? If 
such a step is contemplated, what will be its effect 
on the money market, the stock exchange, and the 
trade and finance of the country as a whole? 

With these and many other problems to face, the 
Committee has a complex task and one of great 
importance. 





EXPORTS TO ARGENTINA, URUGUAY 
AND PARAGUAY. 


H.M. Government have decided to adopt, as from 
15th January, in place of the regulations previously 
in force resvecting the importation of British goods 
by Turkish traders in Argentina, Uruguay, and 
Paraguay, a system of general guarantees to be 
signed by the importers concerned, and legalised 
by the British Consular Officer at the port of desti- 
nation of the goods. These guarantees, when 
legalised, will enable the approved firm to receive 
all shipments which the consignor named in the 
guarantee may be desirous of sending to the im- 
porter concerned. When the guarantee has been 
duly legalised by the British Consular Officer, it 
must be despatched to the consignor in the United 
Kingdom to lodge with H.M. Customs before ship- 
ment. To prevent delay, however, a telegram may 
be despatched by H.M. Consul to the Foreign Trade 
Department of the Foreign Office, at the request 
and expense of the importer of the goods, stating 
that the guarantee has been legalised, and a 
communication will then be addressed to the con- 
signor named therein, which he will be required to 
produce to H.M. Customs when he desires to effect 
shipment, pending the arrival of the original 
guarantee. | 





BRITISH TRADE COMMISSIONERS. 


In connection with the extension of His Majesty’s 
Trade Commissioner Service within the Pritish 
Empire, the following arrangements and appoint- 
ments have been announced :— 

Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes, who has been Trade 
Commissioner in Canada, will, for the present, re- 
main attached to Headquarters at the Department 
of Overseas Trade (Development and "ncn places 

Mr. G. T. Milne, now Trade Commissioner in 
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Australia, will shortly proceed to Montreal to act 
as senior Trade Commissioner in Canada. 

Mr. W. G. Wickham will continue to serve as the 
senior Trade Commissioner in South Africa. 

Mr. R. W. Dalton will continue to serve as Trade 
Commissioner in New Zealand. 

Mr. T. M. Ainscoagh, O.B.E.. has been appointed 
as senior Trade Commissioner in India, and will 
shortly proceed to Calcutta. 

Mr. 8S. W. B. McGregor will shortly proceed to 
Melbourne, to succeed Mr. Milne as senior Trade 
Commissioner in Australia. 

Mr. J. L. Wilson Goode has been appointed to the 
Trade Commissioner Service, and will serve as 
Acting Trade Commissioner in South Africa during 
Mr. Wickham’s absence on an official visit to the 
United Kingdom. 

Mr. F. W. Field will shortly be appointed to the 
Trade Commissioner Service, and will be stationed 
at Toronto, where he is now Imperial Trade Cor- 
respondent. 





EXPORT OF SAMPLES OF PROHIBITED 
GOODS. 


Revised arrangements have been made by the 
War Trade Department in order to facilitate the 
exportation of samples of prohibited goods from 
the United Kingdom without Privy Council licences. 
These new arrangements are set out in full in the 
Government Notices Section of the ‘‘ Journal.’’ It 
will be observed that the samples which may be 
exported without licence must be samples which 
are being sent abroad for the purpose of introduc- 
ing goods to, and obtaining orders from, colonial 
and foreign buyers. Samples of goods so exported 
may not be sold without the consent of the War 
Trade Department. Handelskommission guarantees 
against re-exportation are required in the case 
of samples sent to Sweden, other than samples of 
no commercial value despatched by sample or parcel 
post. The arrangements do not apply to the export 
of samples destined for Switzerland. 





THE SERBIAN COMMERCIAL AND 
INDUSTRIAL MISSION. 


A representative delegation of Serbian commer- 
cial and industrial interests is at present on a visit 
to this country in order to study British industrial 
methods with a view to the increase of facilities for 
trade between this country and Serbia after the 
war. The delegates, who are the guests of His 
Majesty’s Government, arrived in this country on 
Monday, 14th,January, and after being received 
and welcomed by Sir Arthur Steel Maitland at the 
Foreign Office, on the morning of Tuesday, the 
delegates were received by Messrs. Peek, Frean 
and Co., at Bermondsey, and an interesting after- 
noon was spent in explaining to them the methods 
of biscuit manufacture as conducted by this Com- 
pany. After being conducted through the works, 
the delegates were entertained by the Board of 
Directors. On Wednesday, 16th January, a visit 
was paid in the morning to the works of Messrs. 
W. J. Bush and Co., of Hackney, manufacturers of 
perfumes, essential oils, etc., and the Mission 
learned with great interest the methods employed 
in the manufacture of perfumes and essences, both 
from natural products and synthetically. After 
being entertained at lunch by the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, the delegates visited, by 
permission of the Air Ministry, the works of 
Messrs. D. Napier and Son, Ltd., of Acton, where 
they saw in all stages the manufacture of internal 
combustion engines and of aeroplanes, and were 
deeply impressed with this example of British en- 
gineering skill in precision work. On Thursday, 
17th January, the morning was spent in visits to 
Westminster Abbey and to the House of Commons, 
where the delegates were entertained to lunch by 
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Sir Arthur Steel Maitland. In the afternoon a visit 
was paid to the pottery works of Messrs. Doulton, 
Ltd., of Lambeth. In the evening the Mission was 
entertained at dinner by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment at the Ritz Hotel. Friday, the i8th January, 
was spent in visiting the Bank of England, Stock 
Exchange and the London Chamber of Commerce, 
after which the Mission was entertained by the 
Lord Mayor ot London to lunch at the Mansion 
House, and spent the afternoon in visiting the 
Bankers Clearing House. On Saturday, the 19th 
January, the delegates inspected the works of the 
london Fire Brigade, and following on a visit to the 
Tower, a visit was paid to the Headquarters of the 
Metropolitan Police at New Scotland Yard. 

In the morning of Monday, 2Ist January, a visit 
was paid to the chemical glassware works of 
Messrs. Duroglass, Ltd., at Walthamstow, where 
the Mission was greatly impressed by the evidence 
forthcoming of British initiative and enterprise in 
undertaking during the war an industry which had 
been formerly almost entirely in enemy hands. They 
were much struck with the ingenuity evinced in the 
various machines employed and in the skill shown 
by the workers, many of whom are girls who have 
been entirely trained in this work since the war. 
The delegates were entertained at lunch by the 
British Engineers’ Association, the lunch being 
followed by an informal conference, from which 
much may be hoped when the time comes for ter- 
minating an “‘ engineers’ war’”’ by an “ engineers’ 
peace.’ In the afternoon the Mission was con- 
ducted over the tan-yards of Messrs. Samuel 
Barrow and Brother, Ltd., of Bermondsey. On 
Tuesday, 22nd January, a visit was paid to the 
brewery of Messrs. Whitbread & Co., after which 
the delegation left London for Birmingham on a 
tour of the Provinces. 

The Mission will be in Birmingham on 22nd 
to 26th January, after which they will visit, in suc- 
cession, Manchester (27th to 30th January), Liver- 
pool (31st January to 2nd February), Glasgow (3rd 
to 6th February), Edinburgh (7th and 8th Feb- 
ruary), Newcastle (9th to 11th February), Leeds 
(12th February), Bradford (13th February), Shef- 
tield (14th and 15th February), and Nottingham 
(16th February).

MERCHANT SEAMEN AND FISHERMEN 
PRISONERS OF WAR. 


A list of our merchant seamen and fishermen 
detained as prisoners of war in Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, and Turkey has been issued by the Board 
of Trade under the date of 3lst December, 1917, 
This list is as complete and up-to-date as circum- 
stances permit, but the Board of Trade will be glad 
to be informed of any amendment which is neces- 
sary in respect of any ofiicer or seaman mentioned, 
In addition to an alphabetical list of prisoners, 
there is also a list according to the names of 
vessels, together with the last reported place of 
internment. 





LABOUR MARKET IN DECEMBER. 


According to the January issue of the ‘‘ Labour 
Gazette,’ employment continued good in December 
in nearly all the principal industries, and in many 
of them inadequate staffs worked much overtime 
to meet Government requirements. Shortages of 
materials caused some unemployment, especially in 
the cotton trade, which, together with the woollen 
and worsted industries, continued to be directly 
affected by the Orders restricting consumption. 





FIRE INSURANCE IN FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES. 


In another column is published the Trading with 
the Enemy Proclamation issued on 16th January, 
which deals with the foreign business of British 
Fire Insurance Companies. Under the original 
Trading with the Enemy Statutory List Proclama- 
tion of the 23rd May, 1916, British Insurance Com- 
panies, who were already engaged in any non- 
Enemy country in the business of Insurance were 
permitted in that country to continue to do insur- 
ance business (other than Marine or Warehouse to 
Warehouse business) with or through the agency 
of persons or bodies of persons mentioned in the 
Statutory List. 

It has been thought advisable to revoke this per- 
mission, so far as regards the business of fire insur- 
ance, and the new Prociamation accordingly pro- 
hibits British Insurance Companies, even lf en- 
gaged in a non-Enemy Country in the business of 
insurance, from doing any fire insurance business 
with or through the agency of any person or body 
of persons mentioned in the Statutory List. A 
general licence has, however, been given to all Bri- 
tish Insurance Companies, who have, in any non- 
Enemy Country in which they were carrying on 
business already entered into contracts of fire insur- 
ance with or through the agency of any person or 
body of persons mentioned in the Statutory List, 
to fulfil, complete and carry into effect such con- 
tracts. British Insurance Companies have also 
been allowed to re-insure fire risks written by non- 
Enemy Companies for persons or bodies of persons 
mentioned in the Statutory List, if the re-insurance 
of such risks is obligatory on them under the con- 
ditions of any Treaty or Contract of Re-insurance 
current on the 3lst day of December, 1917.

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AUSTRALIA. 


DISPOSAL OF A. E. G. STOCKS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia writes that after 
the outbreak of the war the Australian Metal Company, 
Limited, which was the agent in the Commonwealth for 
the A.E.G., the well-known German electrical concern, 
was declared to be an enemy company, and the consider- 
able stocks held in Australia were taken over by the 
Controller. It has now been decided to dispose of these 
stocks, and a priced catalogue of the various goods offered 
for sale has been issued by the Australian Director of 
Munitions. Té is not proposed to dispose of the stocks by 
public auction, but to realise them gradually, and it is 
understood that the proceeds will be deposited with the 
Public Trustee in the Commonwealth. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner has forwarded a copy of the 
catalogue referred to, which will serve to indicate to 
British manufacturers of electrical appliances and 
machinery the nature of the goods stocked by the German 
company. 

The catalogue may be consulted, by British firms 
interested in the Enquiry Office of the Department of 
Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence). 











MANUFACTURE OF STEEL TUBING. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner also reports with reference 
to the proposal to establish works in Australia for the 
manufacture of steel tubing by the Lloyd Wells process, 
that he is informed that a company is about to be regis- 
tered with a capital of £60,000 to establish the necessary 
works. It is stated that the capacity of the machine is 
1,000,000 feet of tubing per annum. ‘The American con- 
cern which controls the patent for these machines in the 
United States, has laid down its own plant for the rolling 
of steel strip, and has offered to supply the Australian 
company with 500 tons of strip monthly. It appears 
doubtful whether this amount of material from the United 
States would be available under existing conditions. The 
machine is constructed to deal with strip in gauges from 
15 to 22, but it is believed that machines are in operation 
in the United States taking heavier gauges than those 
mentioned. 





CANADA. 


BUSINESS PROFITS WAR TAX. 
(From the Imperial Trade Correspondent.) 
TORONTO. 
The Canadian Business Profits War Tax Act, 1916, and 
Amendment Act, 1917, applies to all trades and businesses 
(includiug transportation) of any descripiion carried on, 
or partly carried on, in Canada, whether continuously or 
not, except: (a) The business of any person the capital 
employed in which has been throughout the accounting 
period less than 50,000 dollars, other than a business 
which, or 20 per cent or more of which, is or has been the 
manufacturing or dealing in munitions of war or in 
materials or supplies of any kind for war purposes ; 
(6) the business of life insurance; (c) the business of farm- 
ing and live stock raising; and (d) the business of any 
company, commission or association not less than 90 per 
cent. of the stock or capital of which is owned by a 
Province or Municipality. . 





AMOUNT OF TAX. 

In the case of a business owned by an incorporated 
company, profits earned in excess of 7 per cent. per annum 
are subject to a tax of 25 per cent. of the amount by which 
such profits exceed 7 per cent. In the case of a business 
owned by any other person, a tax of 25 per cent. is levied 
on profits in excess of 10 per cent. per annum upon the 
capital employed. These taxes are payable for each and 
every accounting period ending after 3lst December, 1914. 

Where profits in any business exceed 15 per cent. per 
annum the above taxes are increased to 50 per cent. with 
respect to profits in excess of 15 per cent., but not 
exceeding 20 per cent. Where profits exceed 20 per cent. 
per annum the tax is increased to 75 per cent. with respect 
to all profits in excess of 20 per cent. These taxes on 
excess profits are payable for each and every accounting 
period ending after 3lst December, 1916. 

It is, however, provided : (a) that the amount payable by 
any person under the provisions of Part 1 of the Special 
War Revenue Act, 1915, be deducted from the amount 
payable under the provisions of the Act; (b) that the 
dividends received from the stock of any incorporated 
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company which has paid a tax upon its profits under the 
provisions of this Act shall not be included when the profits 
of any business are being determined; and (c) that the 
amount of any tax paid under the provisions of the 
Finance Act (No. 2), 1915, of the United Kingdom, or 
under any legislation of the Government of India, or of 
any British colony or dependency, or any allied country 
or any other country that may become an ally of Great 
Britain in the present war, or the colonies or dependencies 
of any such countries, in respect of any business liable to 
taxation under the Act, shall be deducted from the amount 
of the tax that would otherwise be payable under the Act. 
ACCOUNTING PERIOD. 

The accounting period is the period for which the 
accounts of any business have been made up. Where 
accounts have not been made up for any definite period, 
or for the period for which they have been usually made 
up, or if a year or more has elapsed without accounts 
having been made up, then the accounting period shall be 
taken to be such period and ending on such date as the 
Minister of Finance may determine. 


In connection with the foregoing the Imperial Trade 
Correspondent has forwarded a copy of a Digest of the 
Act, and this may be consulted by British firms interested 
in the Enquiry Office of the Department of Overseas Trade

NEW ZEALAND. 


TRADE IN JANUARY-SEPTEMBER, 1917. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 


. WELLINGTON. 
The following particulars of the trade of the Dominion 
in the first nine months of 1917 may be of interest :— 





IMPORTS. 

Imports in the first nine months of 1917 declined in 
value to £14,810,531, as compared with £19,488,499 in the 
corresponding period in 1916. The relative shares of the 
chief supplying countries in the import trade of New 
Zealand in the period under review were as follows :—

While the decrease in imports into the Dominion from 
the United Kingdom is gradually becoming more marked, 
the shortage of shipping and other circumstances which 
have arisen during 1917 have begun to affect more seri- 
ously the imports from other countries which previously 
had not been so much affected by the war as the United 
iniugdoim. ior liistalce, in the turd quarter of 1917 the 
imports from the United States declined to £844,943, as 
compared with imports valued at £1,115,716 in the corre- 
sponding quarter in 1916; imports from Japan declined 
from £202,487 in the thira quarter of 1916 to £99,419 in 
the third quarter of 1917; those from Australia from 
£1,036,716 to £753,687; and those from Canada from 
£232,136 to £172,863. 

The fall in imports was almost entirely, if not quite, 
due to difficulty in securing the delivery of the goods; the 
demand in New Zealand has fallen off only very slightly, 
and tie purchasing power of the country is still very 
cor siderable. Increased taxation and the necessity for 
raising loans to the full amount of £28,000,000 in the 
present financial year may affect purchasing power, but 
up to the time of reporting (10th November) there 
is little to indicate much reduction; a loan issued for 
£12,000,000 was over-subscribed by about £4,000,000. 
Shortage of labour is affecting primary an‘ other indus- 
tries, and uncertainty as to the supply of shipping to 
move produce is causing some anxiety. A good seasena 
is promised in most districts, however, and refrigerated 
storage capacity for perishable produce has been and is 
being rapidly increased *n order to avoid congestio1 and 
possible less if the supply of shipping becomes less. A 
good deal of the 1917 season’s produce is still in store, 
but it is hoped that this will be moved before full storage 
for next season’s produce is urgently required. Mean- 
while, money is plentiful in practically all quarters , and 
though the cost of living has increased, sales of articles of 
luxury «nd unessential articles are such as to indicate 
little real discomfort. 

In imports of individual lines, large decreases are shown 
in most iron and steel goods, and considerable decreases 
in most soft goods lines. Imports of specie alone de- 


alined by about £1,000,000, and there was a considerable 
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decrease in the imports of motor cars, which have been 
very considerable up to the present. 
EXPORTS. 

Details of exports are not now available for publica- 
tion, but it may be stated that there has been a very 
large decline in exports in 1917, owing to shortage of 
shipping. Production has probably declined to some ex- 
tent in quantity, but the value of the Dominion’s produc- 
tion is undoubtedly higher. 





MISCELLANEOUS NOTES ON TRADE. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner has also furnished the fol- 
loving notes :— 

SHEEP RETURNS. 

The Second Interim Return of the Annual Sheep Re- 
turns for the year ended 30th April, 1917, shows, as com- 
pared with the figures for the previous year, a net in- 
crease of 686,329 sheep for the North Island, and a net 
decrease of 204,093 sheep for the South Island, making a 
total net inerease for the whole of the Dominion of 
482 236 sheep. 

REQUISITION OF 1918 WOOL CLIP. 

The official “New Zealand Gazette Extraordinary ”’ of 
15th October, publishes a Proclamation of the same date 
relative to the requisition of New Zealand wool. This 
Proclamation revokes the Proclamation of 25th August, 
1917, whereby all New Zealand wool for the ensuing 
season’s clip was requisitioned, and substitutes therefor 
the requisition of wool on the terms set forth in the 
Schedule to the new Proclamation. 

The “ Gazette’’* contains a list of the wool-brokers 
who will act as agents for the Dominion Government, 
together with a scale of values and qualities represent- 
ing the average returns for New Zealand wool sold dur- 
ing the season of 1913-14, which will form the basis for the 
classification and valuation of the wool to be requisitioned. 

List OF TENDERS FOR GOVERNMENT STORES. 

The official ‘‘ New Zealand Gazette ’’* of lst November 
publishes a notice by the Public Service Store Tenders 
Board, of Wellington, New Zealand, being a list of suc- 
cessful and unsuccessful tenders for telegraph and tele- 
phone parts and material, and envelopes required by the 
New Zealand Government. The list gives the names and 
addresses of the tenderers, together with the quantities and 
prices of the goods tendered for. 

PETROLEUM DISCOVERED NEAR CHERTSEY. 

According to the ‘ Christchurch Press’’ of 8rd Novem- 
ber, samples were recently sent by a petroleum prospect- 
ing company at Canterbury, to the Dominion Analyst, 
at Wellington, of oil obtained from oil-borings at 
Chertsey. The samples were obtained from a depth of 
1,396 feet, and the first indications of oil were met with 
at 1,368 feet, and have continued, with improved indica- 
tions, to the present depth of 1,480 feet. The manage- 
ment of the company consider that there is a reasonable 
probability that a flow of oil will be obtained at a depth 
of about 2.000 feet. and arrangements have been made to 
obtain sufficient 6-inch casing to reach that depth. 

The Analyst is reported to have stated that the oil is 
crude petroleum. 

P1G-IRON MANUFACTURED FROM IRONSAND AT TARANAKI. 

The “ New Zealand Times ”’ of 12th October announced 
that the first lot of pig-iron manufactured from Taranaki 
ironsand had been despatched on the previous day to a 
Dunedin firm. (A notice relative to the proposed manu- 
facture of iron and steel from ironsands obtained from a 
large deposit on the coast of Taranaki, near New Ply- 
mouth, North Island, appeared on p. 456 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 8th February last.) The “ Times ”’ 
also stated that at the first annual meeting of the smelt- 
ing company in question, reports were submitted show- 
inz that the initial difficulties of the undertaking had 
been practically overcome. A small furnace was turn- 
ing out seven tons a day, but before the big furnace could 
be used the plant would have to be increased. 

REGULATION OF TEA SALES. 

Among the Acts passed in the 1917 Session of the 
Dominion Parliament which are of interest to British 
oversea traders, is the Regulation of Trade and Com- 
merce Amendment Act, 1917, whch amends the prin- 
cipal Act of 1914 by fixing, inter alia, the maximum 
price of tea imported into New Zealand within the mean- 
ing of the Customs Act, 1913, on or before Ist August, 
1917, at the current price at which goods of the same 
rature and quality were saleable in the same locality on 
that date, if sold in the same quantity and on the same 
terms as to payment, delivery, and otherwise. The 
preamble to this Act states that its object is to prevent 
the imposition of certain Customs duties collected on tea 
from being used as a pretext for an unjustifiable increase 
in the price of such merchandise.

IMPERIAL AND FOREIGN TRADE—continued. 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


COMMERCIAL UTILISATION OF PRODUCTS. 


A report of the Imperial Institute on its work for South 
Africa, which was presented to the Committee for the 
Union of South Africa and Rhodesia at its last meeting, 
shows that investigations were completed in regard to 
the composition and commercial utilisation of a great 
variety of products, some of which may furnish useful 
supplies of raw materials for important British manu- 
facturing industries or for the establishment of industries 
in South Africa, 


WASTE WATTLE-BARK FOR PAPER-MAKING. 


The increasing importance of timber, particularly for 
constructional purposes, and its enhanced price, renders 
it desirable to consider the possibilities of employing, in 
whole or part, other and cheaper materials for the manu- 
facture of paper, if the price of paper in future is not to 
become excessive. Considerab!e attention has been paid 
in recent years to this subject at the Imperial Institute, 
where various fibrous materials, chiefly from British 
tropical countries, have been under expert examination. 
One of the most promising of the materials investigated 
is the waste bark of the wattle tree, now extensively cul- 
tivated in South and East Africa and elsewhere, from 
which the tanning constituent has been removed either by 
use in the tan-pit or by the manufacture from the bark 
of a tanning extract. This waste material is now avail- 
able in this country, where wattle bark, imported chiefly 
from Natal, is largely used by United Kingdom tanners, 
and also in Natal, where the extract is at present being 
produced and exported to take the place of the extract 
which was formerly made in Germany, largely from bark 
shipped from South Africa. 

In connection with assistance which the Imperial Insti- 
tute has given to the manufacture of extract in South 
Africa, the problem of utilising the waste bark has been 
investigated, and as a result of extensive trials it is now 
shown that it is capable of being converted into an 
excellent brown paper or mill board. 

The waste bark from tan-yards in the United Kingdom 
may thus find remunerative employment, whilst an im- 
portant industry is indicated for South Africa, where 
both brown paper and mill board are in demand for pack- 
ing purposes, and especially for the transport of fresh 
fruit, etc. 

Arrangements are already being made in the United 
Kingdom for the use of wattle bark by paper manufac- 
turers, and the matter is also under consideration in South 
Africa, where virtually the whole of the paper and mill 
board used is at present imported. Apart from the in- 
ternal use of the bark in South Africa, about 40,000 tons of 
bark are now annually exported, chiefly to the United 
Kingdom. 

In the course of these investigations it has also been 
shown that the wood of the wattle tree from which the 
bark has been removed is also a source of paper, and will be 
a usefui auxiliary to the waste bark iu the maiuufaciure 
of mill board. 

Among other South African materials which have been 
examined at the Institute are various oil-seeds, fibres, 
dyes, drugs and minerals. 








COTTON SEED. 


Considerable attention is now being given to cotton pro- 
duction in South Africa and it is interesting to note that 
thirty tons of cotton have recently been shipped from 
South Africa to the United Kingdom. The success of 
cotton cultivation depends largely on the use of by-pro- 
ducts, especially the seed, which is now one of the most 
important sources of edible oils. The Imperial Institute 
has examined a sample of ‘‘ fuzzy’ cotton seed from the 
Rustenberg district, which was found to be of good quality 
and to contain about 20 per cent. of oil. In addition to 
utilisation in South Africa there would be a free market 
in the United Kingdom for large quantities of cotton seed 
similar to the sample at an average price of about £38 per 
ton below the current market quotation for Egyptian 
cotton seed, which is now about £19 per ton in Hull. 


FIBRES. 


Two samples of jute-like fibre (Hibiscus cannabinus) 
from Rhodesia were of short staple and not of very good 
quality, but consignments would be readily saleable at 
present in the United Kingdom for use by jute spinners. 
The pre-war value of similar fibres would have been only 
£15 to £18 per ton, but a firm of merchants valued the 
samples at from £45 to £50 per ton under present condi- 
tions. Two samples of sisal hemp from Natal compared 
favourably in composition and chemical behaviour with 
East African sisal hemp of good quality, and were valued 
respectively at £92 to £97 per ton and £95 to £100 per 
ton in London under present conditions. 

The possibility of utilising in the United Kingdom the 
yellowish long-fibred asbestos, of which large deposits 
have been discovered recently in South Africa, has been 
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under consideration by the Raw Materials Committee of 
the Imperial Institute, and a notice regarding it has been 
distributed to Chambers of Commerce throughout the 
United Kingdom. As a result of this action, enquiries have 
been received from several asbestos manufacturers, who 
have been supplied with samples of the materials and have 
been placed in communication with the producers in South 
Africa. The suitability of this asbestos for spinning is 
also being tested by technical trials arranged by the 
Imperial Institute with manufacturers. 





CHINA. 


CANTON TRADE REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER 
QUARTER. 


(From H.M. Consul-General.) 





CANTON. 
TEXTILES. 

Imports of foreign piece goods generally into Canton 
improved in the September quarter, though they were not 
up to the 1915 figures. The most marked increases were 
in T-cloths, imports of which nearly trebled. Cotton 
flannel imports amounted to 32,000 pieces, as against 8,000 
pieces in the corresponding quarter in 1916; handker- 
chiefs, 25,000 dozen, as against 8,000; and towels, 76,000 
dozen, as against 33,000 dozen. 

An attempt during the quarter by Japanese dealers to 
corner yarn resulted in an approximate increase of 3,000 
piculs in Indian stock, as against a corresponding de- 
crease in the Japanese commodity. 

The temporary settlement of the nankeen duty question 
would appear to have been the cause of an advance under 
the heading of Chinese piece goods, which gave for fancy 
cotton cloths an increase of nearly 5,000 pieces; although 
the export of nankeens fell considerably, probably owing 
to increased local demand. 


METALS. 

Tin-plates and lead showed the very fair increase of 
200 per cent. in both articles. House drainage which is 
becoming universal may account for the increase in im- 
ports of lead, while the increase in imports of tin-plates 
was largely due to the fact that oil is now imported in 
bulk in consequence of the shortage of tonnage, and tins 
have to be made locally. 


FOREIGN SUNDRIES. 

The high prices of coal during this tonnage famine has 
resulted in the substitution of kerosene for coal for pro- 
pelling launches. Most new vessels are fitted with kero- 
sene engines. The brand of kerosene most favoured is 
American. 

Sugar, white and refined, showed an advance of 57,000 
piculs., 

There were also increased imports of machinery, due to 
the ever-increasing use of electricity for lighting purposes. 

Groundnuts imported from Hong Kong amounted to 
30,000 piculs. 

Nearly double the quantity of condensed milk was im- 
ported as compared with the September quarter, 1916. 


CHINESE SUNDRIES. 

Native wheat flour continues to fight for supremacy 
against foreign flour; the imports of the domestic article 
showed an increase of 54,000 piculs, while the imports of 
foreign flour amounted to 15,000 piculs in the Sep- 
tember quarter, 1917, as against 5,000 piculs in 1916. 
Bean and bean cake from the north fell off considerably, 
the former by 38,000 piculs, the latter by 22,000. The 
disastrous floods in North China have done much to 
injure the bean crops, and the shortage of tonnage mini- 
mised the imports direct from Newchwang. 


EXPORTS. 

Local demand for national goods contributed consider- 
ably to heavy decreases under exports of nankeens, and 
the division of the cloths under different tariff rates must 
also have been responsible in part for upsetting advance 
contracts. 

Raw silk exports amounted to 11,000 piculs, as against 
10,000 in the 1916 September quarter. ‘The phenomenal 
advance in foreign exchange during the quarter consider- 
ably affected dollar rates, which gradually weakened and 
brought business to a standstill about the end of August. 
The end of the quarter under review brought, however, 
a sudden and unexpected decline in exchange, and dollar 
prices immediately hardened. Quotations for raw silk 
ranged between 1,220 dols. and 9,000 dols. per bale. The 
fourth crop which yielded about 11,000 bales was good, 
and most of the demand was from New York. An un- 
expected shortage on the fifth crop, which, although good 
in spite of adverse climatic conditions, reached only 7,000 
bales, tended to steady prices during August in spite of 
exchange. 

The sixth crop, however, of some 10,000 bales may cause 
a reduction in price favoured by the falling exchange, but 
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at the time of writing (8rd November) dealers show an 
inclination towards speculating on foreign demand with 
the large stock still on hand. Exports of silk waste 
showed an increase of 3,000 piculs. 

Tobacco leaf showed an advance of 8,000 piculs exported 
during the quarter. 





NANKING TRADE REPORT FOR 
SEPTEMBER QUARTER. 
(From H.M. Consul.) 
NANKING. 


Once again, as far as trade is concerned, there is a 
very poor quarter to record. Both imports and exports 
declined heavily. As regards the former this was attribut- 
able principally to high prices and to shortage of tonnage ; 
doubtless also to a shortage of supplies. The decrease in 
exports was due entirely to the lack of cold storage 
steamers, and these conditions appear likely to continue 
for some time to come. The high exchange prevailing 
during the quarter was also doubtless partly responsible 
for the restriction of exports. These latter, as explained 
in previous reports, contribute most to the Customs 
revenue, and it is chiefly owing to their decrease that the 
revenue only amounted to 45,556 Hk. taels, as compared 
with 59,044 Hk. taels for the corresponding quarter of 
1916, and 67,422 Hk. taels for the June quarter of 1917. 

The decrease in imports affected nearly all classes of 
goods, Japanese as well as European and American—it 
even affected Indian yarn, which has hitherto more than 
maintained its position. The only important exception was 
kerosene oil of all kinds, the increases in the American and 
the Borneo varieties being especially noticeable. It is to 
be noted that a small quantity of Persian oil appeared for 
the second time in the Customs returns. Native imports 
also showed heavy decreases, while, compared with pre- 
vious quarters, the export trade almost disappeared. 

Re-exports were insignificant, but the inward transit pass 
trade showed no diminution. It was made up chiefly of 
cigarettes, Japanese matches, kerosene oil, sugar, and 
native cotton yarn, which were despatched to the Pro- 
vinces of Anhui, Honan, Kiangsu and Shantung. 

The outward transit pass trade diminished consider- 
ably. The principal articles exported were fresh eggs, 
lard, and live pigs. 

The shipping at Nanking shows very little variation 
from one quarter to another. The total for the quarter 
under review was 1,857,652 tons, of which the British flag 
claimed 849,880 tons. 

It is understood that a new Chinese concern, with a 
capital of 100,000 taels, has been promoted in Shanghai to 
run a boat or boats direct between Shanghai and Changsha. 


COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL ENTERPRISES. 


The waterworks scheme for Nanking, promoted by the 
Sino-Japanese Industrial Company, appears to be making 
progress. The Governor has officially approved the 
undertaking, and a Japanese civil engineer is said to have 
arrived from Tsingtau to take the work in hand. 

An additional electric power station is being erected in 
Hsia-kuan, as the one in the city no longer suffices for the 
growing needs of the community. The plant is understood 
to have been purchased in the United States. 

The Pao-hsing Iron Mining Company, which is working 
a mine in the T’ai-ping (now known as Tang-T’u) district 
of Anhui, has contracted to dispose of its entire output to 
a Japanese company, and the arrangement has been 
approved by the Central Government. There is said to be 
much iron, which could easily be worked, throughout the 
districts of T’ai-ping and of Fan-ch’ang, both of which are 
in Anhui; the ore at present mined in T’ai-ping is re- 
ported to contain not less than from 62 to 67 per cent. of 
pure metal. In 1917 the output is said to have amounted 
to some 20,000 to 30,000 tons, and it is hoped to increase 
the output to 100,000 tons in 1918. The locality at which 
mining operations are in progress is from three to four 
miles from the Yangtze. There is no riverside wharf, but 
ships up to 3,000 tons are said to be able to come alongside 
the bank at that particular point. Shipments of ore to 
Japan were to commence in November. The same Chinese 
company proposes to acquire an iron mine in Kiangsu— 
possibly one near Chinkiang—the output of which will be 
subject to the same arrangement with the Japanese. 





DENMARK. 


PROHIBITION OF TRADE IN SEEDS. 

H.M. Minister at Copenhagen reports that the Danish 
Ministry of the Interior has issued a notice forbidding, 
pending the issue of further regulations, all trade in all 
kinds of seeds, including field seeds, root seeds, garden 
seeds, ete., whether of Danish or foreign origin, both of 
the 1917 and of previous harvests. Bird-seed is, however, 
excepted. 

Moreover, all deliveries of such seeds, notwithstanding 
running contracts, are forbidden until further notice.

FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTATION. 

he following is the substance of some recent decisions 
of the French Customs Administration or Ministry of 
Commerce (copies of which have been communicated to 
the Board of Trade by the French Customs Office in 
London) as to the application of the French import re- 
strictions to goods of certain kinds imported into France 
and Algeria from this country :— 

LICENCES ISSUED IN LONDON VALID FOR PARTIAL 

SHIPMENTS. 

Goods for which French import licences are obtained 
from the French Customs Office in London may in future 
be imported inte France in several consignments during a 
period of 90 days (the period of validity of the licence), 
instead of in one consignment only as was formerly the 
rule. The exporter is free to choose the French port by 
which his goods shall be imported, but when the same 
licence is, in virtue of the decision noted above, utilised 
for several consignments, all such consignments must ke 
shipped to the same port. 

It should be noted in this connection that no alteration 
is made in the rule that licences granted by the French 
Customs Office in London are applicable only to goods 
sent to one and the same consignee. 

IMPORT LICENCES FOR DISTRIBUTING AGENTS. 

In future, only one import licence will be required for 
parcels or packages intended utimately for various con- 
signees but despatched in one consignment addressed to 
one consignee who acts as distributing agent and forwards 
the various parcels or packages to the persons or firms 
for whom they are intended. On applying to the French 
Customs Office in London for the licence, a complete and 
detailed list of each of the parcels or packages, together 
with the name of the person or firm for whom each is 
intended, must be given in friplicate—these particulars 
being given on the back of each application form or, if 
this is not possible, on separate sheets. 


IMPORT LICENCES NOT REQUIRED FOR SACKS 
IMPORTED FULL. 

When goods are imported into France or Algeria in 
sacks, no French import licences are required for the sacks 
used as containers. Import licences must, of course, be 
obtained for the contents of the sacks, unless such con- 
tents are covered by the list of goods in respect of which 
no import iicences are necessary. 

No ImMpoRT LICENCES REQUIRED FOR PERIODICALS 

IMPORTED BY Post. 

By way of exception to the general prohibition of im- 
pert, reviews, magazines, periodical publications, etc., 
imported into France or Algeria by post are exempted 
from requirement of import licence.

GERMAN Y—SWEDEN. 


SUBSTITUTES FOR FODDER. 
(From H.M. Minister.) 


The following notes on substitutes for fodder in Ger- 
many and Sweden have been received at the Department 
of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence) :— 


CELLULOSE. 

It has been ascertained by experiments made both in 
Germany and Sweden that cellulose, from wood-pulp 
manufactories, can be used for cattle food, after the 
addition of molasses, or the like, and albuminous sub- 
stances. The Swedish authorities are interested in this 
question and are encouraging the new industry. Some of 
the largest cellulose mills in Sweden are making energetic 
preparations for setting on foot the manufacture of cellu- 
lose fodder, which is expected to be in the market in the 
spring. It is hoped that a yearly output of about 20,000 
tons altogether will be available. 

The president of the Swedish Feeding Stuffs Committee 
considers that wet wood pulp, after extraction of the 
lignine, can be used without any drying, or other further 
process, for feeding cattle. The majority of the 
authorities on this subject, however, appear to be agreed 
that for practical purposes (transport, admixture of albu- 
men, etc.) it is almost indispensable that the pulp should 
be dried before being given to cattle. 

The German process which is now to be applied in 
Sweden is that invented by Dr. Oxmann. The chief 
financial concern interested in this enterprise is being sup- 
ported by the Swedish Government. 

A director of one of the Swedish companies referred to 
above has stated that the nutritive value of cellulose 
fodder is very considerable, four kilogrammes of it being 
equivalent to five kilogrammes of oats. 

According to one of the higher officials in the Swedish 
Board of Agriculture the nutritive value of cellulose fodder 
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is greater than that of hay, and he considers that between 
70 and 20 per cent. of it is digestible. 
The product is in the form of flour. 
STRAW. 

The manufacture of fodder from straw is now an im- 
portant industry in Germany. The straw is dissolved with 
soda lye and is then subjected to various processes. The 
straw so treated has a far greater nutritive value than 
ordinary straw and is specially adapted for feeding 
horses. In Sweden it appears that the process cannot at 
present be applied to any extent, owing to the shortage of 
soda. It has been suggested, however, that sulphite 
might be used for this purpose. 

LICHENS. 

Reindeer moss and Iceland moss are now being exten- 
—_— used in Sweden as a substitute for fodder, and the 
Swedish Feeding Stuffs Committee is energetically en- 
couraging the collection and use of those lichens. 

In Sweden lichens are generally given to the animals 
in the raw state, but in some parts of the country they 
are boiled beforehand, as in Norway. : 


RUSHES. 

Experiments in the use of rushes as fodder for horses 
have been made by some regiments of the Swedish Army 
with satisfactory results. The Feeding Stuffs Committee 
have encouraged the collection of rushes for this purpose, 
and at their recommendation the Government issued a 
Decree at the beginning of September last whereby rushes 
could be expropriated. 

It has been stated by an authority on this subject that 
rushes are a good substitute for hay and straw, and that 
one kilogramme of rushes is equivalent to 0:95 kilogrammes 
of hay, or 3°8 kilogrammes of rye straw. 

The rushes should be harvested before, or just when, 
blossoming, without the thicker parts of the straw, and 
should be well dried (if harvested later they are inferior 
as fodder) ; they should preferably be chopped before they 
are used for feeding. 

HEATHER. 

Heather has of late been coming more and more into 
use as a fodder substitute. Experiments have shown that 
the more slender sprays ot heather are _ particularly 
adapted for feeding horses, which eat it with avidity. It 
is said that when the diet requires to be varied a mixture 
of heather and turnips is now often used. Heather can be 
used for this purpose either immediately after harvesting, 
using only the more slender twigs, or in the form of meal. 

The Director of the Heather Bureau, which has been 
formed for collecting heather, stated in November last 
that about one million kilogrammes of heather for feeding 
purposes had been collected and delivered. The value of 
heather is considerably increased if it is dried before 
grinding into meal, heather meal made from fresh heather 
being liable to go bad after a time. 

The value of heather as fodder, provided it is harvested 
just at the time of blossoming and with the least possible 
woody parts, is stated to have about half the nutritive 
value of hay. 

LEAVES. 

Leaves of various trees (particularly birch leaves) are 
now being used in Sweden as fodder. The Feeding Stuffs 
Committee has set on foot the collection of leaves for this 
purpose, as well as of rushes. 

RAPE SEED. 

The importance of rape seed both for the production of 
fats and oils and also for the manufacture of rape seed 
cakes for fodder is now being realised in Sweden, par- 
ticularly in Skane, where areas of ground have been sown 
with that plant. 

QUICKGRASS. 

Quickgrass, which contains both albumen and sugar, can 
be used, after drying and chopping, for feeding pigs, 
which devour it with avidity. 

GLUE. 

The use of glue for making strong food for cattle in 
accordance with a special method is now well known in 
Germany, and the method would doubtless be introduced 
into Sweden if sufficient raw materials could be obtained. 


YEAST. 

A strong food for animals is prepared in Germany from 
yeast, and it is possib!e that the process will be introduced 
into Sweden. 

The Feeding Stuffs Committee is taking up this question, 
as well as that of glue. The President of the Committee 
has stated that yeast for this purpose can be made from 
lichens. 

DANDELION Roots. 

Dandelion roots are said to be an excellent food for 
pigs. One method is to boil the roots together with quick- 
grass before using them for feeding. 


VARIOUS WASTE STUFFS. 


Two Swedes have invented a process for manufacturing 
cattle food cakes of heather meal, butcher’s offals, blood-

water, fish-waste, and other refuse. The method is already 
being used in Finland with the support of the State 
authorities, and in Sweden a consortium was founded in 
October last with the object of introducing these cattle 
cakes into the Swedish market. 





JAPAN. 


MANUFACTURE OF RUBBER GOODS IN 
YOKOHAMA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama reports that 
two well-known firms, one American and the other 
Japanese, have established a joint company in Yokohama 
for the manufacture and sale of rubber goods in Japan, 
as well as in other Far Eastern countries. ‘The Japanese 
company, it is stated, owns rubber plantations in the 
Federated Malay States. 

The new company will have a capital of about £250,000. 
Plans are already in hand for the erection of four-storied 
factory buildings on the Yokohama site which has been 
acquired. Japanese engineers representing the new com- 
pany are in the United States for the purpose of purchas- 
ing the most up-to-date machinery, and are studying the 
best lay-out for the plant with the American company’s 
engineers. 

At the outset, the general run of mining and industrial 
goods will be manufactured, as such a line represents the 
largest volume of business in rubber goods in Japan at the 
present time. It is in these goods that the American com- 
pany has built up a considerable trade in Japan during the 
last few years. The saving effected by manufacturing the 
goods in Japan itself is estimated at 30 per cent. on landed 
costs. Later on the company intends to manufacture 
motor car, ricksha and cycle tyres specially compounded to 
withstand road conditions in Japan. In addition, rubber 
boots and shoes, rainproof materials, and vulcanite for 
battery jars, telephone switchboards, fountain pens, etc., 
and also druggists’ sundries, surgical implements and 
sporting requisites will be manufactured. American 
experts will supervise the production of the goods and the 
American company’s patents and processes are to be 
utilised in the Japanese works. 


KSTIMATED RICK CROP. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama also reports that 
the second official estimate of the 1917 rice crop in Japan 
places the yield at 54,951,731 koku, a decrease of 4,424,928 
koku as compared with the first forecast, and of 3,491,316 
koku as compared with the actual yield in 1916. The con- 
siderable difference between the second and the first 
estimate is attributable to the severe typhoon which visited 
Japan on 30th September, Ist October, and to excessive 
autumn rains. 





SALVADOR. 





A NEW FODDER. 


H.M. Consul at San Salvador writes calling attention 
to experiments recently undertaken with a plant of the 
‘“Graminé’”’ family (7Z'ripsacum Latifolium, Hitchc) by 
order of the Salvador Department of Agricultural Develop- 
ment. This plant is known in Guatemala as ‘“ Teosinte 
perennial,’ and in Costa Rica as ‘‘ Maicillo,’’ and appears 
ty» resemble sugar cane. In Central America it flowers 
from November to January, and in the sterile and sun- 
burnt districts of Salvador, in which it was planted for 
experimental purposes, the results are stated to have been 
excellent, good crops having been obtained. 

The plant grows in thick clusters, formed of numerous 
shoots. These attain a height of 3 or even 5 metres. The 
leaves are from a metre to 1 metre 50 centimetres in 
length, and from 5 to 8 centimetres in breadth. 

The best time for planting (as regards the Pacific side 
of Central America) is the beginning of June, a time when 
rain falls almost every day. Unlike sugar cane, plaiting 
can never be done in summer. 

Cattle eat the fodder greedily, and horses consume it 
readily enough after becoming accustomed to it.

App.ications in respect of gloves already put into work 
at the date of this notice will only receive consideration if 
evidence to this effect accompanies the application.

EXEMPTIONS FROM STEEL REGULATIONS. 

The Director of the War Trade Department draws 
attention to the following revised list of articles which 
may be exported without production to the Customs 
Authorities of a Privy Council Licence or of a Steel 
Exemption Certificate from the Cutlers’ Company (or a 
Chamber of Commerce), provided they do not fall within 
the terms of the prohibitions affecting the export of steel 
and articles made from steel, or of any other heading in 
the list of prohibited exports, e.g., copper manufactures, 
malleable hematite iron castings, steel wire or iron wire, 
and articles wholly manufactured of such wires, etc. It 
is to be noted that these exemptions do not apply to ex- 
ports to Norway, Sweden, Denmark or Holland, and that 
a@ Privy Council Licence is necessary for all exports to 
those destinations.

EXPORT OF SAMPLES OF 
PROHIBITED GOODS. 


1. The Director of the War Trade Department notifies 
exporters and others concerned of the following revised 
arrangements made to facilitate the export of samples 
of prohibited goods without Privy Council licence. 

It must be clearly understood that only genuine 
samples which are being sent abroad for the purpose of 
introducing goods to, and obtaining orders from, Colonial 
and foreign buyers, may be exported without licence under 
these arrangements, and that samples so sent must not 
be sold even after they have served their purpose as 
samples, without the prior consent in writing of the War 
Trade Department. 

Advance deliveries of goods already ordered are not 
regarded as samples within the meaning of this notice, 
and may only be exported to prohibited destinations under 
the authority of a Privy Council ijicence. 

Particular attention is drawn to the following excep- 
tions to the general rules:—(l) Samples of the goods 
specified in the list in paragraph 4 (a) of this notice are 
entirely excluded from these arrangements; and (2) 
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samples of the goods specified in the list-in paragraph 4 
(6) may not be exported to prohibited destinations by 
parcel post or by shipment unless and until a Privy 
Council licence has been obtained. 
2. SAMPLES BY Post. 
(a) Samples of no commercial value may be exported 
in the ordinary course of trade :— 

(i.) By sample post without Privy Council licence and 
without Chamber of Commerce certificate, pro- 
vided the postal regulations are duly observed. 

Notre.—This regulation does not apply to 
samples of the goods mentioned in paragraph 4 
(2), even though such samples have no commercial 
value. Particular attention is drawn to the 
necessity of enclosing with samples of steel articles 
tendered for export by sample post a Steel Exemp- 
tion Certificate from the Cutlers’ Hall or one of 
the Chambers of Commerce mentioned in para- 
graph 4 (a). 

(il.) By parcel post without Privy Council licence 
(provided the parcel is marked ‘‘ Samples without 
value *’), on production with the parcel at the 
ofiice of posting of a certificate from a British 
Chamber of Commerce in the following terms :— 

‘“I hereby certify tnat the goods contained in 
the parcel to which these particulars relate consist 
solely of samples which, to the best of my know- 
ledge and belief, are of no commercial value.”’ 

NotEe.—Thisz certificate will be endorsed by the 
Chamber on the appropriate Customs declaration 
form after the exporter has duly made the spceial 
declaration (D) referred to in (iii.) below. 

(ui.) A declaration (D) in the following terms must 
be made by the sender on the Customs declara- 
tion form (Post Office Form P.P. 21) in lieu of 
the ordinary declaration printed on that form :— 

““T hereby declare that the above particulars 
are correct and that the parcel to which this 
declaration relates does not contain any goods by 
law prohibited to be exported from the United 
Kingdom to the destination named, other than 
the goods stated above, which are samples of no 
commercial value, and I further declare that the 
ultimate destination of the goods is.................. - 

(6) Samples possessing a commercial or saleable value :— 

(i.) These may be exported by parcel post without 
Privy Council licence provided the sender obtains 
from a British Chamber of Commerce a certificate 
on the appropriate form (see paragraph 8 below), 
having first given to the responsible officer of the 
Chamber the undertaking on that form. 

(ii.) A further declaration (E) in the following terms 
must also be made by the sender on the Customs 
declaration form (Post Office Form P.P. 21) in 
lieu of the ordinary declaration printed on that 
form :—

(6) Samples of commercial value may be taken abroad 
in the baggage of commercial travellers, or may be shipped 
to travellers, agents or prospective buyers abroad, without

FIRE INSURANCE BUSINESS ABROAD. 
EXTENSION OF STATUTORY LIST PROCLAMATION. 


A Proclamation, dated 16th January, extends to in- 
clude fire insurance business the provisions of the Trading 
with the Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, No. 3., 
1916, relating to marine insurance business. Paragraph 
5 (a) of the 1916 Proclamation as amended by the new 
Proclamation reads as follows :— 


5. Nothing in this Proclamation shall be taken to prohibit :— 
(a) Any person or body of persons, incorporated or un- 
incorporated, resident, ca'rying on business, or being in 
the United Kingdom who is engaged in any non-enemy 
country in the business of insurance from carrying on in 
that country such business (other than the business of 
Marine Insurance or of Fire /nsurance or of the insurance 
aginst fire or any other risk of goods or merchandise 
during transit from shipper’ s or manufacturer’s warehouse, 
until ‘deporited in warehouse on the termination of the 
transit, if any part of the transit is by sea), with or 
through the agency of any of the persons or bodies of 
persons mentioned in the Stat atory List ; —

The Controller of the Foreign Trade Department of 
the Foreign Office has granted licence to British insur- 
arce companies engaged in non-enemy countries in the 
business of insurance to fulfil, complete and carry into 
effect fire insurance contracts made in such countries 
prior to 16th January, 1918, with, or through the agency 
of. any person or body of persons mentioned in the 
Statutory List.

NEW DEFENCE OF THE REALM 
REGULATIONS. 


An Order in Council, dated 16th January, amends the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations in the following, 


amongst other, respects :— 
PETROLEUM FROM HOME SOURCES. 


After Regulation 2aa the following regulation is 
inserted — 

‘“2aaa, With a view to developing as economically 
and expeditiously as possible any supply of petroleum 
which may exist in strata in the United Kingdom it 
shall be lawful for the Board of Trade or the Minister 
of Munitions or any person authorised by them or 
him, but for no other person, to search and bore for 
and get petroleum, and the Board of Trade or 
Minister of Munitions or a person so authorised for 
the purposes aforesaid may enter on or take possession 
of any land and sink wells and construct other works 
thereon. 

‘“‘If any person searches or bores for or gets 
petroleum in contravention of this provision he shall 
be guilty of a summary offence against these regula- 
tions. 

“For the purposes of this regulation ‘ petroleum ’ 
means all petroleum and its relative hydrocarbons 
(excluding coal and shales) and natural gas existing 
in their natural conditions in strata, but does not 
include natural gas set free in the course of mining or 
other lawful operations.’”’ 








RESTRICTIONS ON CHARTER OF SHIPS 
AND ON C.LF. CONTRACTS. 


Regulation 39D which restricts, except by permission, the 
chartering of certain ships and the purchase of goods from 
abroad under certain conditions, is amended by requiring 
the permission to be granted by the Shipping Controller 
instead of, as hitherto, by the Board of Trade. The Regu- 
lation is also made to apply to contracts as well as to 
agreements. 





LICENCES REQUIRED FOR VOYAGES. 


After Regulation 39c the following regulation is 
inserted :— 


““39pp. (1) Except under and in pursuance of a 
licence granted by the Shipping Controller— 


(a) No British ship, being a ship registered in the 
United Kingdom and being if a steamer of not less 
than 500 tons gross tonnage, and if a sailing ship 
of not less than 1,000 tons gross tonnage, shall pro- 
ceed to sea on any voyage whatsoever : 


(6) No British ship whatsoever shall proceed to sea 
from any port in the United Kingdom : 

(c) No ship whatsoever shall proceed to sea on 
a voyage from any port in the British Islands to any 
other port in the British Islands. 


(2) A licence under this regulation may be granted 
in respect of ships of any class or voyages of any class 
or in respect of any special ship or any special voyage, 
and may be granted so as to be in force for any time 
and subject to any terms or conditions specified 
therein. 

(3) If any ship obtains, or attempts to obtain, clear- 
ance outwards for the purpose of proceeding, or 
attempts to proceed, or proceeds, to sea in contraven- 
tion of this regulation, or if in the case of any ship 
there is a failure to comply with any terms or condi- 
tions contained in a licence granted under this regula- 
tion in respect of that ship, the master thereof and 
the owner, or, if the ship is subject to a time charter, 
the charterer, thereof shall be guilty of an offence 
against these regulations, and if the ship is at the 
time of the commission of the offence, or is subse- 
quently at any time found, at any port of, or within 
the territorial waters adjacent to, the United King- 
dom it may be detained in the same manner as if it 
were a ship liable to be detained under the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1916 

(4) In this regulation the expression ‘ship’ and 
‘British ship’ have the same meaning as in the 
Merchant Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1916, and the expres- 
sion ‘charterer’ means the charterer at whose dis- 
position the ship is for the time being held. 

(5) This regulation shall come into force on the first 
day of February, nineteen hundred and eighteen.”

FOOD ORDERS.

MARGARINE (REQUISITION) ORDER, 1918 
By the Margarine (Requisition) Order, 1918, dated 17th 
January, the Food Controller requires every margarine 
manufacturer to place at his disposal the whole of the 
margarine which is produced by him after 26th January 
at his factory or workshop, and to deliver the same to 
him or his order. He also requires all persons owning 
or having power to sell or dispose of any margarine 
which may arrive in the United Kingdom after the same 
date to place the same at his disposal and to deliver it to 
him or his order. The effect of this Order is to give the 
Food Controller power to control in every particular the 
distribution of margarine. The earlier processes in the 
manufacture of margarine are already fully controlled.

COMBINED FORM OF DECLARATION OF 
VALUE AND CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN, 
Adverting to the notice on p. 17 of the “ Board of 

Trade Journal” of the 5rd January, containing the form 

of declaration of home consumption value, recently 

approved by the Australian Customs, which should re 
printed or stamped on the invoices of goods exported to 

Australia, the Board of Trade have now received from 

H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia, copy of the form 

which has been approved by the Australian Customs, 

combining the form of declaration of value above reférred 
to, with the certificate as to the United Kingdom origin 
ot goods tor which preferential treatment is claimed. 

Since the issue of these forms by the Australian 
Customs an amendment thereto has been sanctioned, 
which was specified in last week’s issue of the “ Board 
of ‘Trade Journal,”’ viz., that the basis of home consump- 
tion value of goods will be their value at the date of the 
invoice relating to them, insiead of their value at the 
time of their shipment to Australia. ‘This coucession will 
be operative during the war and for six months after- 
wards. Attention is again drawn to the fact that no date 
has yet been fixed ior the compulsory use of these forms, 
but early compliance by manufacturers and suppliers is 
recommended. 

The full text of the combined form of declaration of 
value and certificate of origin is printed below, in which 
the Amendment as to the basis of valuation referred to 
above has been included.

REGULATIONS CONTROLLING IMPORTA- 
TION OF POTATOES. 

The Board of ‘Trade have received copy of the 
Quarantine Proclamation (No. 23 of 1917) specifying 
the amended conditions under which potatoes may be 
imported into Australia. The Proclamation prohibits 
the imporiation of potatoes into any part of Australia 
from any country unless :— 

(1) They are accompanied by an official certificate dated 
and signed by a responsible officer of a Government 
Department of the country cf origin, identifying the 
potatoes, specifying the quantity, and certifying— 

(a) That at the date of the issue of the Certificate 
they were free from Irish blight, potato canker, 
black scab, warty disease, and cauliflower disease 
in potatoes, powdery scab, and all other serious 
diseases ; 

(b) That they were grown in the country named ; 

(c) That they were grown on premises known after 
due investigation not to be or to have been during 
the preceding twelve months infected with any 
of the said diseases ; 

(qd) That they were packed in the country of origin 
in clean, licw packages, 

(2) The bags, crates, or other packages, containing the 
potatoes are marked on the outside with the name of the 
country of origin, and with other distinguishing mark or 
marks. 

(3) The potatoes, after being landed, are planted in 
quarantine in a quarantine station, and after having 
matured are, with the product of their cultivation, found 
on inspection to be free from disease. 

Provided that no consignment shall exceed 14lb. in 
weight. ; 

Provided further, that the Minister for Trade and 
Customs may permit potatoes which are certified by a 
Quarantine Otticer to be free from disease, to be imported 
under and subject to such conditions as the Minister may 
think fit to impose, for use as food. 





BRITISH INDIA. 





PROHIBITED EXPORTS. 

The Board of Trade have received through the India 
Office, copy of Notification No. 3847p, dated 17th 
November, 1917, which has been issued by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Industry of India, prohibiting the 
exportation of the following articles to all destinations 
except the United Kingdom, viz. :—

CANADA. 


IMPORTATION OF INTOXICATING 
LIQUORS PROHIBITED. 

The “ Canada Gazette ’’ of the 22nd December, contains 
copy of an Order-in-Council of that date which includes the 
Regulations issued under the ‘“* War Measures Act, 1914,”’ 
relating to the importation of intoxicating liquors into 
the Dominion. 

The Regulations contained in the Order-in-Council are 
as follows :— 

REGULATIONS. 

1. No intoxicating liquors shall be imported or 
brought into Canada on or after the 24th of Decem- 
ber, one thousand nine hundred and seventeen, unless 
actually purchased for importation into Canada 
before that day and imported into Canada on or 
before the 3ist day of January, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen, and unless evidence satisfac- 
tory to the Minister of Customs of the purchase 
having been so made is submitted to the said Minister. 

(2) The Provisions of this regulation shall not 
apply (a) to wine for use in Divine service; (b) to 
intoxicating liquor for medicinal purposes; or (c) to 
intoxicating liquor for manufacturng or commercial 
purposes other than for the manufacture or use 
thereof as a beverage. 

2. For the purposes of these regulations, any bever- 
age or liquor containing more than two and one-half 
per centum of alcohol shall be deemed to be an 
intoxicating liquor. 

3. These regulations shall continue in force during 
the continuance of the present war, and for twelve 
months thereafter. 





MATERIALS SHIPPED TO CANADA FOR 
SHIPBUILDING, 


The “ Canada Gazette’’ of the 8th December, contains 
copy of an Order-in-Council of the 3rd December, 191%, 
which includes the Regulations respecting materials 
shipped to Canada on consignment to be manufactured 
into articles tor shipbuilding and returned to shippers. 
The Regulations are as follows :— 

During the period of the war and until otherwise 
ordered, imported materials shipped to Canada on con- 
signment to be manufactured into articles for ship- 
building and returned to the shippers, may be entered at 
Customs as for warehouse and be further manufactured, 
conditional upon exportation to the shippers, upon pay- 
ment of 1 per cent. of the Customs duty, based on the 
value of the work done in Canada, under regulations by 
the Minister of Customs. 





GAMBIA. 





REVISED LIST OF PROHIBITED EXPORTS, 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Colonial 
Ottice, of copy of the Export Regulations (No. 20 of 1917} 
relating to the prohibitions of export in operation in the 
Colony. These Regulations siate that the prohibitions 
relating to the export of munitions of war contained in 
certain Proclamations bearing date, respectively, the 26th 
April, 1917, and the 26th June, 1917, are re-enacted, 
except that the export of palm-oil from any place within 
the Colony and Protectorate to any country other than 
the United Kingdom is prohibited. No person may export 
from any place within the Colony or Protectorate to 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, or the Netherlands any 
articles (other than printed matter of all descriptions and 
personal baggage accompanied by its owner) the exporta- 
tion of which has not been prohibited in the above- 
mentioned Proclamations.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 





LAW RESPECTING EXPORT DUTIES. 
The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of telegraphic information from His Mayjesty’s 
Minister at Buenos Aires to the effect that a Law has been 
enacted by the Argentine Legislature for the imposition 
of export duties on goods exported from the Argentine 
Republic. The Law, it is understood, took effect on the 


22nd January. 

It is provided by this measure that an export duty shall 
be levied, at the rate of 12 per cent. in the case of 
agricultural products, and 15 per cent. in the case of 
pastoral and other products, on the amount by which the 
valuations of the goods at the time of taking out the 
shipping permit (or permit to warehouse for export) ex- 
ceeds the ‘‘ basic prices.’’ The measure fixes the ‘‘ basic 
prices’’ of various products, as shown in the subjoined 
schedule; a special Commission is to fix the valuations, 
once a month, for the goods included in the schedule, and 
will also fix the basic prices and valuations for other 
goods. 

Goods in respect of which no valuations are fixed will be 
subject to a dufy of 2 per cent. on the declared values, 
and goods which cannot be exported except under export 
licence will pay 15 per cent. ad va’orem. 

Goods witch are proved to have been purchased in 
Argentina, and sold abroad before September 20th, 1917, 
and which had not been shipped at the date on which the 
Law took effect, are to pay 3 per cent. of their vauation 
as export duty.

Office, of a copy of the “ Registro Oficial *’ of Ecuador for 
the 30th October, 1917, containing a Law which modifies 
in certain particulars the Customs Tar‘ff Law of the 
Republic. These modifications took effect as from the 
Ist January, 1918. 

A statement of the principal provisions of the Law 
is subjoined :—

CERTAIN TISSUES DEFINED. 

The specification of certain tissues in the Tariff under 
various local names is expanded by the present Law, so 
that the relevant Tariff headings now read as follows :— 

(1) “‘ Liencillos,’’ i.e, a tissue unbleached, plain, serge- 
woven, or with colour-woven stripes, in which the un- 
bleached part predominates. 

(2) “ Duradera,”’ i.e., the blue-dyed coiton cloth, known 
in Ecuador by that name. 

(3) “ Puebla,’’ 7.e., the cotton cloth woven with 
bleached and blve yarns forming narrow stripes, known 
in Ecuador by that name. 

(4) “ Sempiternos,”’ 7.e., the cotton cloth made of blue 
or coffee-coloured threads, combined with threads of other 
colours, and known in Ecuador by that name. 

[Notr.—All the above tissues come under Class 17 of 
the Tariff, and are dutiable at 22} centavos per kilog., 
gross weight. | 

WAREHOUSING CHARGES (DERECHOS DE PISO.) 

The Law contains the following provisions under this 
head :— 

_As a charge for the conservation of packages in 
Customs premises, there shall be levied, up to the date 
on which the request for clearance is presented, in all 
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Custom houses and Postal Parcel Offices of the Republic, 
as sole impost, six centavos for each cubic foot (English) 
per month or fraction thereof, each incomplete month of 
storage being calculated as a complete month for this 
purpose. 

For each 50 kilogrammes of lead, iron, and other metals, 
the charge shall be 15 centavos for each month or part 
of a month. 

To importers who take steps to clear their goods within 
fifteen days after their arrival, there shall be accorded a 
discount of 50 per cent. on the corresponding warehouse 
charge ; importers who do not clear their goods until] after 
the expiration of the second month following their arrival 
shall pay a surcharge of 25 per cent. on the ordinary 
warehouse charge; and this surcharge shall be increased 
to 50 per cent. if the goods are not cleared until after the 
third month following their arrival. 





Export DUTIES. 

An export duty at the rate of 2 centavos per kilog. gross 
weight is imposed by the Law on cocoa. 

GROSS AND NET WEIGHT FOR TARIFF PURPOSES. 

The Law provides that net weight includes the appro- 
priate packing of each article, i.e., paper wrappings, case 
or box of cardboard, or small wooden box, when required 
by the class of merchandise concerned; and excludes any 
other additional packing, or the packing serving for trans- 
port, 7.e., the outer case or crate of wood, internal lining 
of zinc, straw, or wood shavings, and outer covering of 
cloth or oilcloth. 

In cases where a package contains articles subject to 
different rates of duty and dutiable according to gross 
weight, the Appraiser is to distribute the weight of the 
packing proportionately to the quantity of each kind of 
article contained in the package. 

In cases where a package contains articles dutiable on 
net weight, together with articles dutiable on gross weight, 
the Appraiser shall apply the weight of the packing, after 
deduction of the weight corresponding to the former class 
of goods, to the goods dutiable on gross weight, dis- 
tributing it among the latter proportionately to the 
quantity of each separate class of merchandise.

PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION OF 
SUGAR AND ALCOHOLINTO MARTINIQUE, 
GUADELOUPE, AND REUNION. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officie]l’’ for the 12th January 
contains a Presidential Decree, dated the 29th December, 
1917, which temporarily prohibits the importation into 
Martinique, Guadeloupe and Réunion, under any Customs 
régime, of sugar, molasses, battery syrups, and spirits, 
of foreign origin or coming from foreign countries. The 
prohibition is not to apply to :— 

(1) Sugar imported on account of the State. 

(2) Consignments of sugar, etc., which are proved to 
have been despatched direct to Martinique, Guade- 
loupe or Réunion prior to the date of publication 
of the present Decree. 

(3) Sugar, etc., declared in one or other of the above- 

- mentioned Colonies for warehousing by the same 
date. 





ITALY. 


PROLONGATION OF CERTAIN 
COMMERCIAL ARRANGEMENTS AND THE 
EXISTING “ CONVENTIONAL” TARIFF 
REGIME. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 


Office, of a translation of an Italian Decree, published in 
the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for the 2nd January last, which 
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sanctions the execution in Italy of the agreements concluded 
or (at that date) to be concluded through Exchanges of 
Notes for the extension, until the 3lst December, 1918, 
of the Commercial Treaties or Agreements between Italy 
on the one hand and Brazil, France, Greece, Japan, 
Roumania, Serbia, Spain, and Switzerland on the other. 


[Note.—As already announced in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal,’”’ the Italian Government last year denounced the 
Commercial Treaties and Agreements between Italy and 
the above-mentioned countries, and, in consequence, the 
Treaties and Agreements in question were to have ceased 
to be operative at the end of 1917. As a result, however, 
of the prolongation of the various Treaties, the Italian 
“Conventional ’’ Tariff rates of duty, as fixed thereby, 
will remain in operation until the end of the current 
year. |

INCREASE OF IMPORT DUTIES ON

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of information from H.M. Minister at Tangier to 
the effect that, by an Order published on the 24th Decem- 
ber last, the exportation of the undermentioned articles, 
the produce or manufacture of Moroce>, from the French 
Zone in Morocco has been prohibited :—Fenugreek ; game 
of all kinds; poultry (fowls, ducks, geese, and in general 
all animals kept in the poultry yard); all foodstuffs 
(“‘ produits alimentaires”); dried vegetables;  suets, 
greases, and fatty materials of all kinds.

It is notified in the ‘‘ Journal of the War Trade Board ”’ 
for the 10th December last that the undermentioned 
articles have been added to the list of goods licences for 
the export of which from the United States may only be 
granted when they are destined for actual war purposes, 
or when they will directly contribute thereto, or in certain 
exceptional cases (the ‘‘ Conservation List ’’). 

Exporters in the United States are warned that applica- 
tions for export licences for the goods on this ‘‘ Conserva- 
tion List,’ as well as for those on the list published 
earlier [see the issues of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 18th December, 1917 (pp. 584-5) and 3rd January, 1918 
(p. 13)], may be refused, and that before committin 
themselves to sales they should make their application an 
procure a licence. 

Beans ; cottonseed; corn meal; corn flour; corn grits; 
corn hominy; rice flour; corn starch; peanut meal; soya- 
bean meal; copra: condensed milk, including powdered 
milk, evaporated milk, and preserved milk of all kinds; 
canned peas; canned tomatoes; canned corn; canned fish; 
dried prunes; dried apples; dried raisins; dried apricots; 
dried peaches; molasses ; syrup; glucose; starch. 

The attention of shippers is also called to the fact that 
the following articles have always been included in the 
‘‘Conservation List’ under more general headings,

Cooking fats. 

Oleomargarine. 

Pork and pork products, fresh, preserved, and canned 
(including, among other things, bacon, hams, 
shoulders, fatbacks, and sausages).

REGULATIONS FOR IMPORTATION OF 
WOOL. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of copy of an announcement issued by the War 
Trade Board, containing the following regulations regard- 
ing the importation of wool into the United States from 
all foreign sources. The reguiations were to take effect 
as from the 15th December last :— 

1. Applicants for import licences will be required 
to sign an agreement containing the following pro- 


visions :— 
a) The applicant agrees that he will not sell the 
wool covered by application No.........., or any other 


wool of either foreign or domestic origin, to any 
person other than a manufacturer without the con- 
sent of the War Trade Board, and that in the event 
of a sale to a person other than a manufacturer, 
with such consent, he will exact from his purchaser 
a similar agreement. 

b) The United States Government shall have, 
and it is hereby granted, an option to purchase at 
the price and on the terms hereinafter set forth, all 
xy any part of the wool covered by application 
eS for ten days after Custom House entry 
thereof; and thereafter on such portion thereof as 
shall be at any time unsold until the whole amount 
thereof has been sold by the importer. In the event 
of the exercise of such option the basis of the price 
to be paid for the wool shall be equivalent to 5 per 
cent. less than the basis of price of July 30th, 1917, 
for similar wool, as established by the Valuation 
Committee of the Boston Wool! Trade Association, 
the actual price of each lot to be determined by & 
Committee to be appointed jointly by the Boston 
Wool Trade Association and the United States 
Government. 

2. These regulations shall not apply to any wool 
purchased abroad on or before 15th December, 1917. 
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Applicants for import licences will therefore file with 
their first application copies of all their contracts out- 
standing on 15th December, 1917, for the importation of 
wool from foreign sources, and as to which all wool con- 
tracted for had not been entered at any United States port 
of entry by 15th December, 1917, and showing in detail the 
amount of wool already shipped and the amount yet to be 
shipped thereunder. 

The announcement adds that it is hoped that the effect 
of these regulations will be to clarify the situation and 
remove the causes for anxiety which have occasioned the 
abnormal and illogical inflation of prices for wool in the 
United States. 


PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
(Philippine Islands). 








PROJECTED TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 

H.M. Consul-Generai at Manila has forwarded, through 
the Foreign Office, an extract from the ‘‘ Manila Times,”’ 
of 16th September last, containing information regarding 
certain proposed amendments of the Philippine Tariff 
Law. which, it is stated, have been under the considera- 
tinn of a Sub-Commmittee of the Senate Finance Com- 


mittee. 
Whilst the proposed amendments do not affect the 
majority of the paragraphs of the Philippine Tariff Law, 


there are a number of changes under consideration (with 
a view to a substantial increase of the revenues) in the 
direction of an increase of the import duties on particular 
classes of goods, and it is also proposed to increase from 
1 dol. to 2 dols. per gross ton of 1,000 kilogs., the wharfage 
tax leviable under Sect. 14 of the Tariff Law on all goods 
(except coal, timber and cement). the product of the 
Philippine Islands, exported through ports of the Islands 
or shipped therefrom to the United States or any of its 
Possessions. It is turther proposed to add ores to the 
goods which are exempt from the wharfage tax, with the 
object of stimulating the mineral industry of the Islands. 

Among the articles on which it is proposed to increase 
the Tariff duties are: certain kinds of silk twist, artificial 
silk piece goods, silk ribbons, braids and embroidery, silk 
laces, musical instruments, and various articles of food 
(vegetable and animal) and beverages. 

Further information on the subject will be published in 
the “‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ should these proposals be 
proceeded with bv the submission to the Legislature of 
4 Billi to give effect to them. In the meantime, a copy of 
the newspaper article forwarded by H.M. Consul-General, 
in which certain details as to the projected new rates

UNITED KINGDOM. 
BUOYANT APPARATUS IN SHIPS. 


The Marine Department of the Board of Trade has 
issued a Circular, No. 1587, containing instructions to 
ship surveyors respecting buoyant apparatus required by 
the Life Saving Appliances Rules to be carried by home 
trade passenger ships. The Circular contains instructions 
applicable to all buoyant apparatus which may be supplied 
on or after Ist July, 1918, and with regard to existing 
buoyant apparatus, and the stowage and _ inspection 
thereof. The Circular also deals with Certificates of 
Approval and sets out a list of approved buoyant 
apparatus. 

Circular No. 1529, regarding the substitution of life 
jackets and lifebuoys for buoyant apparatus, is cancelled.

EXTRA WAGES OF SEAMEN. 

lhe Marine Department of the Board of Trade has 
also issued a Handbill, No. 391, respecting the payment of 
extra wages to masters, officers and seamen from ships 
sunk by war risks. The Handbill sets out the special 
arrangements which have been made by the Board of 
Trade with regard to the wages payable to seamen, in- 
cluding officers, whose service has terminated by reason 
of the loss of their ship in the manner referred to.

‘SCREENING OF LIGHTS ON BOARD 
BRITISH MERCHANT VESSELS. 

The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have issued an 
Order dated 16th January under the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations that no light of any description shall be ex- 
posed in any British Merchant Vessel so as to be visible out- 
board or as to reflect upwards, and if any Master, Officer, 
Member of the Crew or Passenger, or any other person on 
board so exposes or permits to be exposed any light, he shall 
be guilty of an offence against these Regulations. This 
Order does not apply to such Navigation Lights as the 
Admiralty Instructions may authorise to be shown, nor 
to any lights necessary for authorised signalling purposes. 

It shall be the duty of the owner of every such vessel 
to provide adequate means of sereening lights on board. 

Any Naval Officer whom the Senior Naval Officer of the 
Port may appoint may board any such vessel entering the 
Port to inspect the means provided for screening lights. 
The Master of such vessel shall give facilities and shall, 
if required, sign a certificate that adequate means of 
screening lights are provided on board. 


CARGOES HX GERMAN VESSELS IN 
BRAZILIAN PORTS. 

With reference to the notice published on p. 19 of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal ’”’ of 3rd January, H.M. Minister 
at Rio de Janeiro now reports by telegraph that the 
warehouse charges on cargo discharged from these vessels 
have been finally fixed at 16 per cent. on ordinary cargo 
and $2 per cent. on cargo classed “ Sobre-Agua’’ in the 
Brazilian Customs tariff. H.M. Minister adds that these 
charges will hold good until the end of February, by 
which time the local representative of the cargo-owners 
erew that all cargo for transhipment will have been 
cleared. 





GOODS TRANSHIPPED AT U.S. PORTS. 

The Foreign Trade Department of the Foreign Office 
announces that an agreement has been arrived at with 
the United States Government under which goods shipped 
from the United Kingdom or from British Dominions, 
Colonies, or Possessions, to a person or firm whose name 
is included in the published Urited States Enemy Trading 
List, but not in the British Statutory List, will not be 
subject to detention if landed for transhipment at, or 
brought into any port in the United States or in the 
insular possessions of the United States. 

The United States Enemy Trading List may be con- 
sulted at the Department of Overseas Trade (Development 
and Intelligence), or, it 1s understood, at any Consulate 
or Consulate-Genera!l of the United States of America. 

MARINE RISKS ON CARGO.—In view of 
inability to obtain in the Insurance Market the full 
amount of insurance required in the case of cargoes of 
great value, the Board of Trade have authorised the 
War Risks Insurance Office at 53, Cornhill, London, E.C. 3, 
to grant Marine Insurance on any portion of such value 
which cannot be placed on the open market. This facility 
is in no way intended to compete with the open market 
for Marine Risks, and will only be available when the 
shipper has exhausted the facilities of the market. 





AUSTRALIA. 


PROJECTED SHIPBUILDING 
DEVELOPMENTS. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia writes, with 
reference to the proposed development of shipbuilding in 
the Commonwealth, that, in the course of a speech recently 
delivered at Sydney, the Federal Prime Minister stated 
that it is proposed to build vessels in Queensland, New 
South Wales, Victoria and Tasmania. As far as possible, 
the material to be used will be obtained in Australia, and 
practically all the machinery, etc., will be made in the 
Commonwealth. 

The proposals made to the Trade Unions regarding 
piece work, continuity and dilution of labour, have 
apparently met with success. It is hoped, therefore, that 
the work will shortly be commenced. 

The Prime Minister also mentioned that fourteen ships 
are now being built in the United States for the Common- 
wealth Government, and that one was expected to be 
ready for launching about the end of November. Others 
would, it was stated, follow rapidly. These ships are to 
be employed in the removal of the vast accumulation of 
wheat. The Government has detached seven large vessels 
aggregating 50,000 tons from the Australian coasting ser- 
vice, and has placed them at the disposal of the Imperial 
Government. 

The Trans-Continental railway is now in operation, and 
it is said that the Commonwealth Railways Commissioner 
has been approached with a view to utilising the line for 
the transport of goods from the Eastern States to Western 
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Australia. H.M. Trade Commissioner adds tliat, in view 


of the withdrawal of tonnage from the Australian coast. 
it appears probable that developments along the lines sug- 
gested may take place. The matter, however, will involv: 
an adjustment of railway freight rates between the Vic- 
torian, South Australian, West Australian, and Federa! 
Governments.

PRIPOSED COMPLETION OF OSAKA 
HARBOUR. 
(From H.M. Vice-Consul.) 
OSAKA. 


The Osaka Harbour Works were begun in 1897 by the 
Municipality with support from the Imperial Treasury. 
The original plans provided for an expenditure of about 
£1,800,000, spread over eight years. This appropriation. 
however, proved inadequate, and in 1905 supplementary 
plans were made to complete the harbour within ten years 
at an additional cost of about £900,000, but the work ha- 
languished of late years. Interest has recently revived 
and plans for the completion of the harbour within si: 
years have now (November, 1917) passed the Cit) 
Assemb!y and been submitted to the Government. 

The present condition of Osaka Harbour is that the 
breakwater has been completed for some years; the greate: 
part of the enclosed area has been dredged to a depth 
28 ft., and buoys are provided for eighteen ships; there 
is a small weslen pier 500 yards long: there is railwa\ 
connection at Sakurajima, provided with a smal! pie 
where cotton is landed ; there are some 1,600 yards of qua, 
walls with a depth of water alongside ot eight feet «: 
most; there are 48,000 square yards of warehouse accom 
modation and 44,000 square yards of accommodatioi 
in sheds; and a lateral canal has been made connecting tlic 
River Kizugawa on the east with the River Ajikawa on the 
west. 

Meanwhile facilities for landing cargo are restricted, 
railway communication is inadequate, and ot the land 
enclosed by the harbour works and filled in about 10 square 
miles is waste ground overgrown with weeds. For the 
China and Far Eastern trade generally, Osaka Harbou: 
is sufficient, but it has not succeeded in attracting 
any part of the more distant-going European, American 
and Australian shipping, which still uses Kobé Harbour. 
As it is now proposed to build piers with a depth along- 
side of 32 feet in parts, to accommodate a vessel ot 10,000) 
tons, it may be taken that the hope is entertained that 
part at least of the cargoes destined for Osaka but a: 
present landed at Kobé and brought over by lighter wil! 
be brought direct on completion of the present works. 

The works proposed are :—(1) Railway connection. This 
is to be built from Imamiya, a point near the terminus o: 
the Osaka-Nagoya line. The latter is a branch line join- 
ing with the main line at Nagoya, but also connected by 
a loop-line to Osaka (Umeda) Station. (2) Two stone 
piers are to be built, each 400 yards in length. To obviat: 
the necessity of lighters going around them the piers are 
vo be built as “ islands’’ and joining to the mainland by 
bridges. The depth alongside is to be 29 feet, but on on 
side of one pier a length of 200 yards is to be dredged t 
a depth of 32 feet to accommodate a vessel of 10,000 tons. 
Three out of the four sides of the two piers are to be used 
for berthing vessels, and it is intended that nine vessels of 
6,000 tons each shall be able to berth alongside at a time. 
Landing places for cargo are to be built inside the pie: -~ 
of a length of 320 yards. (38) A charter has been give: 
to a warehousing company to build a wharf 490 wards iz 
iength and to erect warehouses covering 96,000 squai 
vards. ; 

The expense of (3) is to be borne by the private com- 
pany; that of (2) is estimated at about £600,000, to b. 
spread over six years. Further, about £200,000 will be 
spent on subsidiary works, the most important of whici 
are the building of roads and the general laying-out ot 
filled-in ground hitherto vacant. The area of this ground 
amounts, as stated, to over 10 square miles. Part of i: 
will be occupied by warehouses and dwelling houses. Th 
remainder is to be leased for factories ,and it is stated that 
half has already been let, while numerous applications 
have been received for the remainder. 

Within the last year a number of shipbuilding yards 
have been established on the banks of the River Kizugawa 
and on an offshoot, the River Shirinashigawa. Most ot 
these are almost without equipment—sheering, bending 
rivetting, etc., all being done by hand. | 

In addition to these yards, the enterprises now apply- 
ing for or already allotted ground include various ware- 
housing companies, as well as concerns engaged in the 
production of steel, antimony, lead, copper, iron, etc. 
Should all these plans mature they will constitute a con- 
siderable addition to the industries of Osaka

GERMANY. 


MINING AND SMELTING INDUSTRIES IN 1917, 

In a survey of the German mining and smelting indus. 
tries during the past vear, based on the reports of the 
various companies (which was made by the Frankfurter 
Zeitung), stress is laid on the fact that all the 
works were busy to their utmost capacity, and that while 
Army and Navy orders still predominated, the first evi- 
dence of interest in peace needs could be noted. Nothing 
was left undone which could augment output ; and there is 
no fear that sales will cease, seeing that war depends first 
and foremost on the products of mining. 

On this occasion, it is stated, it has been impossible to 
furnish figures of output; but, in view of the enormously 
increased profits of the various companies, it may be 
assumed with certainty that the output must have gone 
up by leaps and bounds. But for the transport difficulties 
and the shortage of skilled labour the output would 
obviously have ‘been even larger. The record profits of 
the companies, despite the fairly large sums set aside for 
war profits taxes, were made possible by the good prices, 
which were more or less in accord with the enhanced cost 
of raw materials and the general higher out-of-pocket 
expenditure. 

The results of the undermentioned thirty-seven com- 
panies point to the conclusion that few other branches of 
industry in Germany have been able to enjoy such favour- 
able conditions during the war period. The profits in the 
past year have reached a record which leaves the results of 
last year far behind. Even so, it is questionable whether 
the published profits really represent the total gains of the 
several concerns. For on the one hand the amounts written- 
off and put to reserve have been greatly increased in view 
of the war conditions, and on the other there must be large 
invisible reserves which do not appear in the balance- 
sheets. So much at least is certain, that with the exception 
of two enterprises the companies in the table below were 
able to show increased net profits and to raise their divi- 
dends to the peace level. Many even surpassed the normal. 

The concerns exclusively devoted to coal were unab‘e to 
show increases in profits to the same extent as the iron and 
steel and the mixed works. But their profits were never- 
theless good. The amounts written-off this year were 
3,300,000 marks in excess of last year’s figure; the net 
profits were greater than last year by 9,531,000 marks, with 
the result that the average dividends for the eight com- 
panies named rose from 12:2 per cent. in 1915 to 14-4 pei 
cent. in 1916 (as compared with 12°8 per cent. in the last 
peace year). 

Mixed works likewise are able to look back on a profi- 
table vear. although the results of the South-West German 
concerns could not compare with those both of the 
Rhenish-Westphalian and the Silesian works. This was 
partly because the South-West concerns produce ores of 4 
poore: quality, and partly because their geographical 
position places them near the war zone. 

Most prosperous of all were the iron and steel works. 
which, despite considerably increased sums written-off and 
placed to reserve, were vet able to increase their net profits 
by sixty million marks, and their dividends by an average 
ot 2 per cent. |

IN 1917.

(“‘ Waffenindustrie’’) and the concerns producing war 
material of all kinds were fully occupied, and could 
satisfy the increased demand only by means of consider- 
able and costly extensions. The majority of the iron and 
steel foundries, whose activities were directed by the war 
combine of iron foundries, were sufficiently though not 
fully occupied with army munition contracts. The 
increase of selling prices does not counterbalance 
the increase of costs of production. The wire rope 
factories were well occupied, and were obliged to 
undertake extensions. yet shortage of material in many 
cases prevented the full utilisation of plant. The cable 
factories, which work almost exclusively with substitute 
materials, were satisfactorily occupied. The tube industry 
fulfilled the increased demand for military and other public 
purposes, while the fulfilment of private orders had to 
occupy a secondary place. The sale of locomotive tubes 
showed an especially heavy increase (43 per cent.), as did 
also the sale of boring pipes for the mining and petroleum 
industries. The demani for building and bridge con- 
structions was smaller than before, as the erection of new 
industrial works necessitated by the war is for the most 
part ended, and no release of iron can be expected for 
other construction purposes. For the rest the workshops 
are making various army articles. The axle works were 
able to satisfy both the military and the civilian demands. 
The chain factories worked mainly for the Army and could 
not execute civilian contracts. The screw and rivet 
industry, despite increased difficulties of production, had 
the same sales as in the previous year; export has not 
vet been possible. The quantity of material allotted for 
manufacture of aircraft and ordnance requisites (‘‘ Flug- 
und Zeugwaren’’) was not sufficient for the execution of 
the numerous orders. The export of scythes, sickles, and 
straw-knives has ceased; the inland demand was lively at 
cood prices. The demand for industrial tools was very 
heavy: large quantities were produced, especially for 
mining, field equipment workshops, and wood-working. 
The orders for crucible steel rasps and files, especially 
from the military authorities and the war industries, were 
so large that deliveries have fallen considerably into 
arrears. The Army demand for spurriers’ goods is 
apparently covered for a considerable time. and no orders 
were given by the Ministry of War during the second 
half-year, so that large private orders were again executed. 
The copper and brass works have been occupied fully and 
exclusively for the war industries. 

Engineering.—The engineering industry was occupied as 
fully in 1917 as in 1916, but had greater difficulties of 
production to encounter. Selling prices were considerably 
increased, but the rise in costs of materials and labour 
was not counterbalanced, and the financial results of the 
year are therefore unfavourable. For this reason contracts 
are in many cases now accepted only subject to the con- 
dition that prices may be raised in accordance with the 
actual costs of execution. Stoppages or restrictions of 
activity are to be expected in the immediate future, as 
a result of the coal shortage produced by traffic difficul- 
ties. The locomotive industry delivered 398 locomotives 
and 326 tenders for Austrian State and private railways, 
but exported nothing. The carriage works delivered 
about 14,000 trucks and coaches to the State and private 
railways and to private industry. The heavy demand for 
cycles could not be fully satisfied on account of the 
shortage of pneumatic tyres. : 

On the metal market the almost complete exclusion of 
free trade within the country and of all export trade 


continues.
